Sir: 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Semi-Annual  Report  for  the  six 
months  ended,  June  30,  1929,  of  the  Police  Department,  The  City  of 
New  York. 

Reports  are  generally  perfunctory,  and  consist  of  little  more  than 
tables  of  statistics.  An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  correct  this  condi- 
tion, and  to  render  in  plain  business  English,  a  detailed  account  of  the 
operations  of  the  Police  Department  during  my  administration.  The 
scope  of  this  report  is  broadened  to  permit  of  a  thorough  understanding 
of  the  intricate  machinery  of  the  Police. 


A  personal  survey  made  immediately  after  my  appointment  as  Police 
Commissioner  resulted  in  a  number  of  changes  in  the  administrative  and 
executive  branches  of  the  organization. 

Established  and  successful  business  methods  and  procedure  were 
applied.  This  resulted  in  adopting  for  the  Department,  a  method  of  func- 
tioning laid  down  years  ago,  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  New  York,  i.  e. : 
The  basic  unit  of  Police  management  is  the  Precinct,  the  authority  for  its 
management  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  Precinct,  who  is  held  strictly  accountable  and  personally  zesponsible 
for  Police  conditions  within  the  territorial  limits  of  his  command. 

The  Captain's  responsibility  is  now  definitely  fixed,  and  is  no  longer 
shared  by  any  super-authority  operating  from  Police  Headquarters. 

The  Officers  and  men  assigned  to  a  Precinct  are  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
the  Captain,  and  are  required,  in  addition  to  exercising  their  ordinary 
Police  powers,  to  report  directly  to  him,  through  their  immediate  su- 
perior, all  vice  and  crime  conditions  coming  under  their  observation. 


REORGANIZATION 
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The  Captain  reports  directly  to  the  Inspector  of  the  District.  Each 
District  comprises  from  three  to  six  Precincts.  The  Inspector  is  held 
strictly  accountable  and  personally  responsible  for  all  Police  conditions 
within  the  territorial  limitations  of  his  District.  In  addition  thereto,  he 
is  held  solely  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  affecting  vice 
conditions  therein.  The  Captains  of  the  Precincts  under  his  command 
merely  report  to  him  the  existence  of  violations  of  the  law  in  this  respect; 
the  legal  evidence  is  gathered  and  arrests  made  by  officers  operating 
directly  from  the  Inspector's  office. 

The  Inspector  has,  as  an  Assistant,  a  Deputy  Inspector. 

The  Inspectors  of  Districts  report  directly  to  the  Deputy  Chief  In- 
spector in  command  of  the  Borough  in  which  their  District  is  located. 
There  are  five  Deputy  Chief  Inspectors,  each  commanding  a  Borough,  and 
they  are  held  solely  and  absolutely  responsible  for  all  Police  conditions 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Borough. 

The  five  Deputy  Chief  Inspectors  commanding  Boroughs  report  di- 
rectly to  the  Chief  Inspector,  who  is  held  responsible  for  all  Police  con- 
ditions within  the  limits  of  the  City. 

The  Chief  Inspector  reports  directly  to  the  Police  Commissioner. 

The  staff  of  the  Chief  Inspector  consists,  in  addition  to  the  five  Bor- 
ough Commanders,  of  a  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  commanding  the  Detec- 
tive Division;  a  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  commanding  the  Traffic  Division; 
and  a  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  attached  to  the  Chief  Inspector's  office. 

This  completes  the  organization  of  the  uniformed  force. 

The  Detective  and  Traffic  Divisions  are  similarly  organized. 

This  reorganization  has  brought  the  Police  Department  in  line  with 
the  most  approved  modern  methods  of  business  management  and  control, 
resulting  in  the  elimination  of  dual  responsibility,  and  definitely  fixing 
Police  authority  and  responsibility  in  Precinct,  District,  Borough  and  City. 

This  report  of  Police  Administration  for  the  six  months  ended, 
June  30,  1929,  attests  to  the  effective  functioning  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment under  its  reorganization.* 

CRIMES  OF  VIOLENCE— REDUCED  8«/2% 

The  application  of  modern  business  methods  of  Police  Management 
is  reflected  in  the  downward  trend  in  Crimes  of  Violence  during  the  pe- 
riod of  this  report,  as  compared  with  the  similar  period  of  the  year  1928:

For  the  period  of  this  report  Felonies  of  all  classes  showed  a  reduc- 
tion of  121/2%. 

ROBBERY  AND  BURGLARY— REDUCED  70% 

The  following  is  a  comparative  list  of  robbery  and  burglary  losses, 
which  has  been  compiled  from  the  records  of  45  insurance  companies. 
The  insurance  companies'  figures  present  an  excellent  view  of  this  class 
of  crimes.

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  losses  during  the  first  six  months  of 
1929,  as  compared  with  the  average  losses  for  the  same  period  of  the 
three  previous  years,  was  44.3  per  cent  and,  with  the  six  preceding  years, 
the  reduction  amounted  to  63  per  cent. 

The  decrease  in  paid  losses  during  the  first  six  months  of  1929,  as 
compared  with  the  average  losses  for  the  same  period  for  the  three  pre- 
vious years,  was  47.3  per  cent.  Comparing  the  first  six  months  of  1929 
with  the  average  for  same  period  of  the  six  previous  years,  the  decrease 
was  70.3  per  cent. 

For  Greater  New  York,  from  1919  to  1925  inclusive,  burglary  busi- 
ness showed  a  loss  to  all  underwriters. 

From  1926  to  1928  inclusive,  burglary  losses  decreased  to  such  pro- 
portions that  the  underwriters  realized  their  first  profits  in  ten  years. 

Burglary  losses  continue  to  show  an  even  more  remarkable  decrease 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1929. 

STATISTICS 

Every  vital  crime  statistic  for  the  past  six  months  has  been  incor- 
porated in  this  report.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  Depart- 
ment, the  following  detailed  crime  statistics  are  made  public : 

a.  The  number  of  complaints  made  of  crimes  committed. 

b.  The  number  of  arrests  made  upon  such  complaints. 

c.  The  total  value  of  property  reported  stolen. 

d.  The  amount  of  such  stolen  property  recovered. 

e.  The  summary  of  crimes  committed  in  each  borough. 

The  efficiency  of  a  Police  Department  cannot  be  measured  accurately 
unless  a  comparison  is  made  between  cases  reported  and  the  results 
achieved. 
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No  claim  to  perfection  is  made.  A  study  of  the  figures,  however,  will 
show  a  substantial  percentage  of  improvement.  The  facts  are  submitted 
to  the  public  for  constructive  criticism. 

MURDERS  WHILE  COMMITTING  FELONIES— REDUCED  50% 

There  were  less  than  half  as  many  crimes  of  murder  committed 
during  the  commission  of  a  felony  in  the  first  six  months  period  of  1929, 
as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

CRIMES  OF  PASSION— NOT  PREVENTABLE 

In  the  analysis  of  murder  and  manslaughter  cases,  it  appears  that  92 
of  the  total  of  160  of  these  crimes  had  as  a  motive  a  family  quarrel  or  a 
dispute  over  a  love  affair.  It  is,  of  course,  obvious  that  this  type  of  homi- 
cide is  not  preventable  by  police  action. 

LACK  OF  CO-OPERATION  BY  COMPLAINANTS  AND  WITNESSES 

The  greatest  obstacle  experienced  by  the  Police  in  the  detection  and 
successful  prosecution  of  murderers  and  other  serious  offenders  is  lack  of 
interest  and  cooperation  and  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  complainants 
and  witnesses  to  give  the  Police  information. 

Almost  unbelievable  instances  of  such  cases  frequently  arise  in  the 
course  of  Police  investigations.  It  often  happens  in  burglary,  robbery 
and  other  serious  felony  cases  that  the  complainant  will  not  identify  the 
prisoner  until  admissions  of  the  prisoner  compels  identification. 

In  some  murder  cases  evidence  establishing  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt  the  guilt  of  certain  individuals  was  obtained,  but  the  disinclination 
of  witnesses  inspired  by  fear  to  testify  before  grand  jury  and  court  ren- 
dered successful  prosecution  impossible  for  the  time  being.  In  other 
cases  witnesses  are  paid  to  forget,  or  are  frightened  into  silence. 

In  other  cases,  the  injured  persons,  though  conscious  for  days  before 
death,  stubbornly  refused  to  aid  the  authorities  by  divulging  the  names 
of  their  assailants,  and  with  lips  sealed  went  to  their  graves. 

The  police  may  not  properly  be  expected  to  possess  or  exercise  occult 
powers.  If  helpful  clues  are  missing  or  victims  or  their  associates  ob- 
struct or  do  not  cooperate  with  the  police,  then  culprits  at  times  may  not 
be  apprehended,  or  their  arrest  and  conviction  may  be  delayed.  But,  un- 
der the  circumstances,  police  work  should  be  viewed  and  considered  by 
standards  which  do  not  ignore  the  limitations  of  human  powers  and 
abilities. 

It  has  been  argued  that  there  are  weaknesses  in  the  law,  in  the  trial, 
conviction  and  punishment  of  offenders;  that  the  coddling  of  convicts  in 
prisons  and  the  looseness  of  laws  regarding  probation  and  parole  ad- 
versely affect  the  administration  of  justice.  The  fact  nevertheless  re- 
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mains  that  it  is  the  primary  duty  of  the  Police  to  preserve  the  peace, 
prevent  crime,  protect  life  and  property,  detect  and  arrest  offenders,  and 
enforce  laws  and  ordinances. 

"UNDERWORLD" 

Stick-up  thugs,  gangsters,  racketeers,  and  gunmen  endeavor  to  settle 
differences  among  themselves  with  gun  or  knife  in  accordance  with  the 
code  of  the  "Underworld."  During  the  past  six  months  a  relentless  war 
has  been  carried  on  by  the  Police  Department  to  rid  this  City  of  these 
criminals.  With  this  end  in  view  the  police  have  driven  out  of  business  or 
destroyed  many  dives  in  which  these  criminals  gathered.  The  net  result 
of  the  constant  and  intensive  police  action  against  these  "Underworld" 
characters  has  been  to  drive  them  out  of  town.  The  statement  can  be 
made  without  fear  of  contradiction  that  there  are  less  Stick-up  Thugs, 
Gangsters,  Racketeers  and  Gunmen  in  New  York  today  than  ever  before, 
and  that  there  is  no  ORGANIZED  CRIME  nor  ORGANIZED  GANGS 
existing  in  this  city. 

Well-meaning  but  misguided  and  uninformed  groups  of  our  com- 
munity have  criticized  this  police  action.  As  the  responsible  head  of  the 
police,  however,  may  I  state  that  it  is  only  such  police  action  that  will 
bring  about  the  elimination  of  "Underworld"  characters,  and  make  it 
difficult  for  them  to  ply  their  trade  in  our  community. 

PROBLEM  OF  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  problem  of  law  enforcement  in  our  city  is  attended  by  many 
complications.  To  quote  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  a  recent 
informative  address  on  law  enforcement : 

'The  sympathetic  mind  of  the  American  people,  in  its  over- 
concern  about  those  who  are  in  difficulties,  has  swung  too 
far  from  the  family  of  the  murdered  to  the  family  of  the 
murderer." 

It  is  conceded  that  our  legal  procedure  unduly  favors  the  criminal. 
One  way  to  stop  crime  effectively  is  to  modernize  the  archaic  legal  pro- 
cedure which  hampeis  the  Police  in  their  duties.  On  this  score  President 
Hoover  remarked: 

"Every  student  of  law  enforcement  machinery  knows  full 
well  that  this  procedure  unduly  favors  the  criminal." 

It  is  true  that  the  Police  are  employed  to  enforce  the  law,  but  this  is 
not  enough.  All  citizens  should  take  a  personal  civic  pride  in  the  matter 
of  law  enforcement. 

As  the  Police  Department  is  society's  arm  of  protection  against 
criminals,  let  organized  society  invest  the  Police  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  with  the  romance  and  glamour  which  is  now  given  to  the 
criminal,  and  stand  behind  the  Police  in  the  honest,  faithful,  efficient  and 
courageous  performance  of  duty. 
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COMPARISON  WITH  OTHER  CITIES 

While  comparisons  are  made  between  the  Police  Department  of  New 
York  City  and  the  Police  of  other  great  cities  of  the  world,  I  am  certain 
that  you  will  agree  that  a  fair  basis  of  comparison  cannot  be  arrived  at 
for  many  obvious  reasons.  New  York  is  one  of  the  greatest  seaports  and 
railroads  centers,  and  is  the  world's  money  mart.  Our  City  is  the  most 
cosmopolitan  in  the  world,  with  representatives  of  every  known  race  re- 
siding here. 

The  City  of  London,  with  approximately  7,500,000  population,  has  only 
4%  unable  to  speak  the  English  language,  and  in  all  of  the  large  cities  of 
the  continent  there  is  an  inborn  respect  for  law  and  order.  The  popula- 
tion of  New  York  City  is  approximately  6,000,000.  Conservative  esti- 
mates show  that  of  this  number  about  35%  are  foreign  born.  However, 
more  than  2,000,000  transients  come  to  this  city  daily.  So  that  for  all 
purposes  the  number  of  persons  in  New  York  each  day  is  at  least  as  great 
as  that  of  London. 

The  tremendous  massing  of  our  population,  the  density  of  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  traffic,  the  mixed  national  character  of  our  citizenship,  the 
ease  of  entry  and  escape  into  adjacent  states  of  different  jurisdiction, 
the  difficulty  experienced  by  alien  groups  in  making  an  adjustment  to 
new  modes  of  life  and  standards  of  living,  the  great  massing  of  wealth 
so  fascinating  to  both  the  delinquent  youth  and  the  hardened  criminal, 
as  well  as  the  many  problems  presented  by  the  operation  of  the  Volstead 
and  related  acts,  all  combine  to  produce  criminal  situations  and  Police 
problems  that  are  unique.  They  are  not  found  in  equal  number  or  com- 
plexity in  London,  Paris,  Berlin,  or  any  of  the  other  great  cities  of  the 
world. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  perplexing  factors  that  render  fair 
comparisons  between  our  Police  Department  and  foreign  Police  Depart- 
ments impossible.  Many  of  the  European  methods  of  policing,  effective 
in  foreign  cities,  are  of  little  or  no  value  when  applied  here. 

NO  COMMERCIALIZED  VICE  OR  GAMBLING 

It  is  a  remarkable  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  our  Police  that  there  is 
no  commercialized  prostitution  and  the  uncontradicted  statement  may  be 
made  that  New  York  has  less  open  vice  than  any  other  large  city  of  the 
world. 

Professional  gambling  is  at  a  minimum  in  the  City.  Virtually  the 
only  games  of  chance  that  operate  are  forms  of  gambling  that  may 
run  a  few  hours  nightly  in  cellars  or  other  obscure  places  in  the  city. 
The  persons  conducting  such  games  are  compelled  to  secure  new  locations 
almost  daily  due  to  the  vigilance  of  the  Police  Department. 
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THE  VOLSTEAD  ACT 

The  enactment  of  the  18th  Amendment  restricting  the  personal 
habits  of  the  people  has  resulted  in  the  mushroom  growth  of  what  is 
commonly  known  as  the  "speakeasy."  The  illegal  nature  of  this  business 
attracts  to  it  the  "stick-up"  thug,  the  gangster,  the  degenerate,  the 
racketeer  and  the  gunman.  The  activity  of  the  criminal  classes  in  the 
operation  of  certain  speakeasies  and  night-clubs  has  resulted  in  numer- 
ous crimes  of  violence.  This  unlawful  business  provides  a  haven  for 
criminals  and  makes  the  work  of  the  Police  Department  much  more 
difficult. 

In  the  first  six  months  of  this  year,  the  Police  have  been  extraor- 
dinarily active  and  successful  in  closing  places  selling  poisonous  liquor, 
and  dives  which  were  the  hangouts  of  the  underworld. 

NEW  MANUAL  OF  PROCEDURE  ADOPTED 

REVISION  OF  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  survey  of  the  Department  further  disclosed  an  antiquated  sys- 
tem of  compiling,  printing  and  issuing  orders  to  the  18,000  members  of 
the  Police  Department.  As  a  result,  a  Manual  of  Procedure,  for  the  guid- 
ance of  members  of  the  Force,  was  adopted,  and  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Department  were  revised  along  modern  lines.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  uniformity  and  coordination  in  all  branches  of  the  Department. 
These  publications  are  explained  in  detail  in  this  report. 

TRAFFIC 

The  phenomenal  growth  of  population  and  business  of  the  City  of 
New  York  has  resulted  in  a  traffic  problem  of  the  first  magnitude.  The 
solution  of  this  ever  growing  problem  is  being  constantly  studied  by  this 
Department. 

It  is  estimated  we  suffer  a  million  dollar  daily  economic  loss  from 
traffic  congestion.  To  the  infinite  detail  of  this  problem  much  attention 
has  been  given,  resulting  in  new  regulations  facilitating  traffic  move- 
ment. The  traffic  activities  of  the  Department,  which  heretofore  func- 
tioned independently,  have  been  coordinated.  Civic  organizations,  busi- 
ness organizations  and  municipal  authorities  have  cheerfully  cooperated 
with  the  Police  and  much  benefit  has  resulted  from  this  active  interest. 

TRAFFIC-ENGINEERING  BUREAU 

The  question  of  traffic  has  been  approached  not  only  from  the  view- 
point of  regulation  but  also  as  an  engineering  problem.  In  line  with  this 
thought  you  approved  an  appropriation  for  this  Department  which  per- 
mitted the  Police  Commissioner  to  establish  an  Engineering  Bureau. 
Traffic  experts  with  experience  and  technical  engineering  training  have 
been  appointed,  and  in  the  short  period  of  its  existence  the  Engineering 
Bureau  has  produced  most  satisfactory  results. 
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TRAFFIC  SIGNALS 

Traffic  signal  systems  are  now  in  operation  on  105  miles  of  highway 
and  there  is  under  way  systems  covering  78  additional  miles.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  almost  200  miles  of  highway  will  be  protected  by  signal 
systems. 

On  July  1,  1929,  the  number  of  traffic  signals  in  service  or  under 
construction  was  as  follows:

With  the  lights  now  in  operation  and  the  systems  under  way,  we  will 
have  mechanical  control  at  about  3,500  intersections  where  otherwise 
control  would  be  impossible. 

If  these  intersections  had  to  be  covered  by  traffic  men,  7,000  addi- 
tional Patrolmen  would  be  required  at  a  cost  of  $17,500,000  per  year. 

MOBILIZED  RESERVES 

The  Police  Emergency  Service,  consisting  of  motor  trucks  and 
specially  trained  crews,  with  the  most  modern  kind  of  equipment  to 
perform  emergency  duty  at  catastrophes,  riots,  strikes,  accidents  or 
unusual  occurrences,  is  fast  developing  into  one  of  the  most  important 
arms  of  the  Department. 

Crews  with  complete  equipment  can  be  transported  to  the  scene  of 
an  emergency  in  the  shortest  possible  period  of  time. 

Recognizing  the  potential  value  of  this  arm  of  the  service  we  have 
increased  the  number  of  these  emergency  trucks  and  crews  one  hundred 
per  cent,  so  that  any  portion  of  the  Greater  City  can  be  speedily  reached 
in  the  event  of  necessity. 

COOPERATION 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  present  Police  Administration  to  enlist 
every  avenue  of  cooperation  in  an  effort  to  coordinate  and  diligently 
prosecute  the  work  of  this  Department.  The  five  District  Attorneys  of 
the  Counties  in  the  City  of  New  York  are  functioning  in  complete  accord 
with  the  Police.  Mutual  cooperation  has  been  established  and  maintained 
with  the  Federal  District  Attorneys  with  jurisdiction  within  the  city  and 
the  departments  of  Justice,  Labor  and  Immigration  of  the  United  States 
Government. 
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BUREAU  OF  CRIME  PREVENTION 

The  Advisory  Commission  on  Crime  Prevention  appointed  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  is  composed  of  a  distinguished  group  of  prominent 
citizens  and  social  workers  who  have  volunteered  to  study  the  causes 
of  crime  and  recommend  remedies  for  its  prevention.  After  years  of 
stupendous  fire  losses,  the  City  established  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Preven- 
tion in  the  Fire  Department,  the  object  of  which  was  to  prevent  fire. 
There  is  no  reason  why  this  same  principle  of  prevention  should  not  be 
applied  to  crime,  and  accordingly  the  Advisory  Commission  on  Crime 
Prevention  in  its  research  work  will  determine  how  such  a  Bureau  could 
function  in  the  Police  Department,  with  the  complete  cooperation  of  all 
outside  agencies  working  in  this  field.  The  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  has 
functioned  so  effectively  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  millions  of 
dollars  in  property  that  has  been  saved  through  its  operation,  as  well  as 
the  great  saving  of  human  life.  Students  of  methods  of  crime  prevention 
believe,  as  the  Police  Commissioner  does,  that  the  establishment  of  a 
Bureau  of  Crime  Prevention  in  the  Police  Department  would  be  equally 
as  effective. 

The  most  fruitful  field  of  police  activity  is  crime  prevention,  par- 
ticularly among  juveniles.  If  the  Police  Department,  through  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Bureau  of  Crime  Prevention,  could  direct  into  normal 
paths  the  footsteps  of  the  erring  youth,  who  drift  into  crime,  a  service 
would  be  rendered  to  the  community,  the  value  of  which  could  not  be 
estimated. 

REFERENDUM  FOR  SALARY  INCREASE 

As  a  business  executive  I  am  reluctant  to  advocate  any  additional 
financial  burdens  for  the  rent  and  taxpayers  of  this  City.  But  since  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, I  have  found  that  the  salaries  paid  them  are  totally  inadequate 
and  do  not  provide  a  living  wage.  For  the  first  three  years  a  policeman 
receives  $1,769  per  annum,  less  2%  deducted  for  pension;  for  the  next 
two  years  his  compensation  is  gradually  increased  until  the  maximum  of 
$2,500  is  reached  at  the  end  of  his  fifth  year  of  service.  A  carpenter 
receives  $70  a  week  for  5  days'  work,  a  police  officer  receives  $33  a  week 
for  6  days'  work. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  foregoing  that  the  minimum  as  well  as  the 
maximum  salaries  should  be  increased  in  order  to  . continue  to  attract  a 
desirable  type  of  recruit. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  the  Police  may  enjoy  a  more  contented  mind 
and  discharge  their  duties  more  efficiently  I  believe  it  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City,  that  the  referendum  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  in 
the  coming  election  receive  their  unqualified  support. 
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COST  OF  POLICE  PROTECTION 

The  Police  Department  is  responsible  for  the  protection  of  life  and 
property.  In  the  fulfillment  of  its  duties  the  Department  is  chargeable 
with  properly  safeguarding  the  staggering  sum  of  over  fifty-five  billion 
dollars  of  wealth,  and  a  population  of  approximately  8,000,000  persons, 
including  transients.  The  low  cost  of  the  protection  afforded  by  the 
Police  Department  of  this  City  is  testified  to  by  the  fact  that  for  the 
fifty-five  billion  dollars  of  wealth  represented,  the  annual  appropriation 
of  forty-six  and  one-half  million  dollars  for  the  Police  Department  only 
amounts  to  eight-tenths  of  a  mill  for  every  dollar  so  protected.  It  is  also 
worthy  of  note  to  mention  the  heavy  responsibility  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  the  protection  of  personal  and  real  property  of  the  City,  imports 
and  exports,  and  the  daily  deposits  of  cash  and  endorsed  checks  through 
the  banks. 

PAYROLLS,  CASH  AND  NEGOTIABLE  PAPER— 
9'/2  BILLIONS 

Noteworthy  indeed  is  the  protection  given  to  the  daily  transporta- 
tion through  the  streets  for  delivery  at  various  destinations  within  the 
City,  of  payrolls,  cash  and  negotiable  securities  aggregating  over  nine  and 
one-half  billion  dollars  annually.

CHANGES  IN  METHODS  OF  ADMINISTRATION 

Many  important  changes  in  administrative  methods  during  the  first  six 
months  of  this  year  have  been  effected,  among  the  most  important  of  which 
are  a  discussion  and  consideration  of  police  problems  and  methods  at 
regular,  frequent  conferences  with  the  Inspectors  and  the  utilization  of  the 
knowledge  and  experience  of  commanding  officers  by  referring  to  Borough 
and  Division  Commands  specific  problems  of  administration  or  procedure ;  and 
giving  opportunity  to  every  man  on  the  Force  to  confer  with  the  head  of  the 
Department  concerning  any  grievance  or  other  matter  which  he  might  care 
to  lay  before  the  Police  Commissioner. 

Aside  from  the  routine  administrative  work  of  the  Department,  much 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  development  of  methods  and  procedure  by 
which  a  more  effective  administrative  control  may  be  obtained.  Revised 
methods  of  recording  and  reporting  complaints,  police  action  on  complaints 
and  arrests  have  already  been  put  into  effect.  The  methods  of  reporting  in 
the  Detective  Bureau  have  been  improved.  Other  changes,  both  in  police 
procedure  and  in  the  accounting  methods,  have  been  made. 

ORGANIZATION 

A  chart,  showing  in  detail  the  organization  of  the  Department,  has  been 
included  in  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  and  an  enlarged  copy  of  the  chart  has 
been  placed  under  glass  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  station  house  and 
office  for  the  convenience  of  members  of  the  Force. 

This  chart  permits  a  visual  description  of  the  entire  Department  in  all 
of  its  many  branches  and  shows  the  direct  relationship  with  each  other. 

It  will  permit  smoother  functioning  of  the  Department's  business  in  all 
of  the  many  business  channels. 

RENUMBERING  OF  PRECINCTS 

In  order  to  remove  the  inconvenience  occasioned  by  the  unsystematic 
numbering  of  precincts  throughout  the  city,  and  to  conform  to  the  building 
program  projected  by  this  administration,  the  numerical  designation  of  all 
precincts,  with  the  exception  of  the  1st  and  3rd,  have  been  changed. 

Sufficient  allowance  was  made  in  numbering  precincts  to  permit  the 
establishment  of  new  precincts  for  a  long  time  to  come  without  affecting 
the  present  numerical  designation  of  all  existing  precincts. 

In  addition  a  new  division  has  been  established,  known  as  the  14th 
Division.

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  COMMAND 

The  policy  of  the  Department  with  respect  to  responsibility  of  com- 
mand has  been  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  in  highly  modernized 
business  organizations.  The  Police  Commissioner  now  transacts  business 
through  the  Chief  Inspector,  the  Chief  Inspector  with  Borough  Commanders, 
Borough  Commanders  with  Commanding  Officers  of  Divisions,  and  Division 
Commanders  with  Precinct  Commanders. 

Each  commanding  officer  in  his  rank  is  held  strictly  responsible  for  the 
efficiency  of  those  under  his  command. 

This  change  from  the  former  system  of  divided  responsibility,  which 
resulted  in  confusion,  has  greatly  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Department 
and  the  morale  of  the  Force. 
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GUNMEN'S  SQUAD 

During  the  early  part  of  1929  the  Gunmen's  Squad,  composed  of  a  num- 
ber of  men  in  each  Borough,  in  plain  clothes,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
superior  officer,  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  driving  loafers,  criminals, 
gangsters  and  disorderly  characters  from  the  street,  "speakeasies,"  pool 
parlors,  dance  halls,  and  other  breeding  places  of  immorality  and  crime. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  this  Squad  have  been  most  gratifying. 
This  unit  will  continue  to  exercise  strict  vigilance  to  prevent  the  reopening 
of  such  suppressed  places,  and  will  give  continued  attention  to  any  other 
disorderly  resorts. 

COMPLAINT  CLERK — TELEGRAPH  BUREAU 

A  much-needed  reform  in  the  matter  of  receiving  and  transmitting  com- 
plaints over  the  telephone  at  the  Telegraph  Bureau  has  been  instituted.  It 
was  formerly  the  practice,  when  complainants  telephoned  the  Telegraph 
Bureau,  not  to  accept  the  complaint,  but  to  inform  the  complainant  to  call 
up  the  precinct  or  office  concerned.  Very  often,  intentionally  or  errone- 
ously, they  were  referred  to  the  wrong  precinct  or  office,  resulting  in  annoy- 
ance. Many  persons  were  discouraged  from  reporting  legitimate  complaints 
through  this  lax  method  of  conducting  business,  and  the  Department  was 
deprived  of  a  great  deal  of  valuable  police  information. 

A  competent  telephone  operator  has  been  assigned  to  receive  and  trans- 
mit to  the  unit  affected  complaints  received  over  the  telephone. 

REPHOTOGRAPHING  OF  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  FORCE 

It  has  heretofore  been  the  rule  in  this  Department  to  require  every 
member  to  submit  a  photograph  of  himself  within  ten  days  after  his  first 
assignment  to  duty  in  uniform. 

After  a  few  years,  due  to  changes  in  the  facial  and  physical  appearance 
of  the  individual,  as  well  as  changes  in  type  of  uniform,  such  photographs 
do  not  in  the  least  resemble  the  subject,  and  are  useless  for  identification  or 
any  other  practical  purpose. 

All  members  of  the  Force  appointed  more  than  five  years  ago  are  now 
being  rephotographed,  and,  in  the  future,  it  is  planned  to  rephotograph  each 
member  after  every  five  years  of  service  in  the  Department. 

COURTESY 

Framed  posters  setting  forth  the  desires  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
with  respect  to  "Courtesy"  have  been  posted  in  conspicuous  places  in  all 
offices  and  Department  buildings. 

Incivility,  insolence  and  discourtesy  on  the  part  of  members  of  this 
Department,  either  in  their  relations  with  the  public  or  superior  officers, 
will  not  be  tolerated.  Courtesy  is  an  essential  factor  in  efficiency. 

In  their  intercourse  with  the  public  members  of  the  Force  must  be 
polite,  civil  and  helpful. 
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CRIME  AND  ACCIDENT  MAPS 

The  maintenance  of  Crime  and  Accident  Maps  in  Borough  and  Division 
offices  and  Precincts  was  discontinued.  A  survey  disclosed  that  such  maps 
were  not  kept  at  all  in  many  places,  and  were  carelessly  maintained  in 
others,  so  that  for  all  practical  purposes  their  value  as  a  means  of  indicating 
information  relative  to  crime  and  accidents  in  the  command  was  nullified. 
Furthermore,  the  maintenance  of  such  maps  in  Borough  and  Division 
offices  and  Precincts  constituted  a  duplication  of  effort. 

However,  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  the  crime  and  accident 
maps,  which  were  far  too  small  for  the  purpose,  have  been  replaced  by  much 
larger  ones  which  have  been  so  posted  that  crime  and  accident  conditions 
in  any  section  of  the  city  can  be  much  more  easily  visualized  and  analyzed 
than  before. 

The  distinction  between  the  various  classifications  of  Felonies  and 
Accidents  is  indicated  by  the  use  of  colored  pins  of  a  much  larger  size  than 
the  ones  formerly  used. 

Upon  notification  from  time  to  time,  commanding  officers  will  be 
directed  to  examine  the  crime  and  accident  maps  in  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Inspector  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  any  new  locations  within  their 
jurisdiction  which  might  require  special  attention  as  indicated  on  such  maps. 

REFERENDUM  FOR  SALARY  INCREASE 

Police  work  has  become  a  subject  of  national  interest  and  the  degree  of 
service  rendered  by  the  police  is  a  matter  of  much  discussion. 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  the  uniformed  patrolman  is  the  back- 
bone of  the  Police  Department.  The  work  is  dangerous  and  requires  a  rare 
combination  of  physical  and  mental  attainments. 

The  importance  of  building  up  the  personnel  of  the  Department  from 
candidates  of  higher  than  the  average  type  cannot  be  overestimated.  To 
attract  to  the  Department  young  men  of  this  calibre,  it  is  essential  that  the 
compensation  be  made  commensurate  with  the  ability  and  attributes  desired. 

Due  to  changes  in  living  conditions  and  employment,  and  drastic 
amendments  to  Federal,  State  and  Local  Laws,  the  efficient  functioning  of 
a  police  force  in  any  large  city  imposes  duties  upon  its  members  which  are 
becoming  more  and  more  exacting,  and  which  are  certain  to  be  added  to  as 
time  goes  on. 

As  a  rule,  a  recruit  upon  becoming  a  member  of  the  police  force,  does 
so  with  the  intention  of  making  such  membership  his  life's  work.  As  a 
policeman,  his  income  is  limited  solely  to  the  salary  that  is  paid  him  by 
reason  of  such  employment.  He  is  required  by  law  to  give  his  full  time  and 
attention  to  the  business  of  the  Department  and  is  prohibited  from  engag- 
ing in  any  other  business  or  calling,  thus  depriving  him  of  any  opportunity 
to  add  to  his  income. 
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He  must  bear  the  full  cost  of  his  uniform  and  equipment  and  of  neces- 
sary repairs  and  replacements  thereto  from  time  to  time,  and  also  of  his 
bedding,  bed  linen  and  covering,  together  with  bedmakers'  fees  for  main- 
tenance. 

He  receives  but  half  pay  while  on  sick  leave,  and  is  not  permitted  to 
make  up  the  difference  in  pay  forfeited  in  any  other  manner. 

It  is  but  fair  and  proper  that  a  policeman  should  be  paid  a  salary  that 
will  afford  him  a  fair  standard  of  living,  in  order  that  he  may  rear  his 
family  under  conditions  in  keeping  with  his  position  as  a  public  officer  en- 
trusted with  great  responsibility. 

I  have  given  my  full  cooperation  to  the  passage  of  the  referendum  on 
the  salary  increase  for  Patrolmen  and  Firemen  in  the  forthcoming  election. 
I  shall  continue  my  whole-hearted  support  of  this  most  worthy  undertaking. 

RECOGNITION  OF  EXCEPTIONAL  POLICE  SERVICE 

During  the  first  part  of  1929,  due  to  many  unusual  happenings,  mem- 
bers of  the  uniformed  Force  have  been  required  to  give  extra  hours  of  ser- 
vice, and  for  long  periods  of  time  have  seen  very  little  of  their  families.  The 
arrests  made  by  the  uniformed  men  are  among  the  outstanding  arrests  of 
the  year.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  proper  recognition  for  good  police 
work,  and  adequately  reward  the  men  with  promotion  and  increase  in  salary. 

DISCIPLINE 

*§)ne  of  my  first  acts  upon  assuming  the  duties  of  my  office  was  to 
abolish  the  "shoo-fly"  system,  that  most  repugnant  form  of  espionage  which, 
from  time  immemorial,  has  been  a  source  of  much  undeserved  trouble  to 
members  of  the  Force. 

The  methods  employed  by  the  supervisors  formerly  assigned  to  this  duty 
resulted  in  many  men  being  punished,  and  further  caused  severe  fines  to  be 
imposed  upon  members  of  the  Force,  for  the  most  trifling  derelictions  of  duty. 

No  one  can  dispute  that  the  immediate  superior  officers  of  a  delinquent 
are  in  far  better  position  to  study  the  individual  case,  and  temper  justice 
with  mercy  when  the  occasion  requires,  than  is  the  "shoo-fly,"  who,  almost 
without  exception,  was  equipped  only  with  a  deep  desire  to  prefer  charges 
against  subordinates,  and  thereby  keep  up  a  high  personal  record. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  this  Department  has  the  supervision  of 
the  discipline  of  the  Force  been  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  immediate 
superior  officers.  Positively  no  form  of  "shoo-fly"  system  exists  in  this  De- 
partment today. 

Commanding  officers  have  been  directed  to  prefer  charges  against  mem- 
bers of  their  command  for  minor  infraction  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
only,  when,  in  their  opinion,  such  charges  are  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
of  discipline. 
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It  is  no  longer  customary  to  judge  the  results  obtained  by  the  superior 
officers  by  the  number  01  charges  preferred  by  him  against  subordinates. 
Commanding  officers  are  now  judged  by  the  general  results  obtained  by  the 
command  and  not  by  the  number  of  disciplinary  actions  taken. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  during  my  incumbency  much  more 

leniency  was  shown  to  members  of  the  Force  who  were  tried  for  infractions 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  than  heretofore,  a  high  standard  of  discipline 
was  maintained.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1929,  12  were  dismissed,  as 
compared  with  43  during  the  same  period  of  1928. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  table  of  the  work  of  the  Trial  Board 
during  the  first  half  of  1929,  as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  1928 :

Instead  of  merely  trying  the  case,  the  Trial  Commissioner  now  makes 
a  study  of  the  delinquent's  record,  credit  as  well  as  debit,  strikes  a  correct 
balance,  and  makes  recommendation  accordingly. 

PATROL 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  efficient  patrol  in  all  various 
precinct  units  throughout  the  Department.  Deputy  Chief  Inspectors,  In- 
spectors, Deputy  Inspectors,  Captains  and  the  Lieutenants  assigned  as 
Supervisors  of  Patrol  now  patrol  in  uniform,  thereby  bringing  before  the 
public  the  superior  officers  of  the  Department  who  in  the  past  were  not  seen 
in  uniform  except  on  special  occasions.  This  has  resulted  in  better  super- 
vision of  the  patrol  force  and  supplemented  the  supervision  of  the  regular 
precinct  sergeants  on  patrol. 

In  many  locations,  Police  booths  are  maintained,  wherein  a  telephone  is 
installed  and  a  sign  bearing  the  telephone  number  of  the  precinct,  so  that  the 
residents  of  the  vicinity  can  be  familiar  with  same  in  case  Police  assistance  is 
speedily  required. 

The  patrolmen  on  post  are  in  communication  with  the  Station  House 
hourly  by  means  of  the  signal  box  and  the  signalling  schedule  so  arranged  that 
calls  from  various  parts  of  the  precincts  are  received  during  the  hour. 
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The  precincts  have  an  automobile  assigned,  which  is  used  for  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  precinct  for  patrol  use  or  to  answer  emergency  calls 
within  the  command. 

In  each  precinct  there  is  a  uniformed  motor  patrol  supplementing  the  foot 
patrolman.  This  has  been  found  most  effective  as  a  crime  preventative  measure. 

INCREASE  IN  PERSONNEL  AND  MOTOR 
EQUIPMENT 

A  request  for  additional  men  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  which  made  it  possible  to  place  a  substantial  number  of  addi- 
tional patrolmen  on  the  streets.  This,  as  well  as  the  new  motor  equipment 
granted,  has  been  directly  productive  of  many  of  the  results  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to. 

DENTAL  CLINIC  AND  X-RAY  LABORATORY 

A  Dental  Clinic  and  an  X-Ray  Laboratory  were  established  in  Police  Head- 
quarters, Manhattan,  and  officially  opened  for  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, on  June  4,  1929. 

The  Clinic  and  Laboratory  are  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Surgeon.  These  units  are  equipped  with  the  most  modern  scientific 
appliances  and  apparatus,  and  are  in  charge  of  experienced  physicians,  dentists 
and  nurses,  and  qualified  attaches. 

A  survey  of  the  teeth  of  all  members  of  the  Force  was  ordered  and  is  now 
under  way.  Emergency  cases  are  given  prompt  attention.  Members  of  the 
Force  are  called  in  groups  of  fifty  a  day  for  examination  and  treatment. 

The  X-Ray  Laboratory  attends  to  such  cases  as  are  referred  by  the  Chief 
Surgeon  or  upon  recommendation  of  a  District  Surgeon. 

The  Dental  Clinic  and  the  X-Ray  Laboratory  are  open  from  9  a.  m.  to 
5  p.  m.,  daily,  except  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays. 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

The  position  of  Chief  Engineer  was  established  in  this  Department.  He 
has  supervision  of : 

a.  Building  and  Repair  Bureau. 

b.  The  Telegraph  Bureau,  including  telephone  service,  telephone  type- 
writer service,  wireless  and  radio,  and  personnel. 

c.  Precinct  flashlights  and  signal  box  system. 

d.  Extension,  installation  and  maintenance  of  electrical  service  of  the 
Department. 

It  was  formerly  necessary  to  request  the  services  of  engineers  of  other 
city  departments  in  order  to  carry  out  projects  of  a  technical  nature,  such  as 
the  extension  of  traffic  signal  lights,  flashlights  and  other  such  work. 
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COMPILATION  OF  MANUAL  OF  PROCEDURE 

AND 

REVISION  OF  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

MANUAL  OF  PROCEDURE 

Upon  assuming  the  office  of  Police  Commissioner,  I  observed  that  the 
departmental  work  of  the  offices,  bureaus  and  precincts  was  characterized 
by  a  total  absence  of  uniformity  and  coordination. 

A  survey  showed  that  the  method  of  issuing  orders  and  instructions  to 
the  Force  was  extremely  unsystematic  and  unbusinesslike.  A  multiplicity 
of  orders  on  varied  matters  were  issued  continually  without  regard  to  logical 
continuity,  or  accessibility  for  future  reference.  Ambiguities  were  prevalent 
and  the  result  was  indecision  and  misinterpretation  of  orders  relating  to 
Departmental  business. 

Countless  irregularities  in  Mimeographed  Orders,  occasioned  by  typo- 
graphical errors  or  mistakes  arising  from  mechanical  defects,  such  as  the 
omission  or  obliteration  of  one  or  two  figures  in  the  number  of  officers  and 
men  designated  in  police  details,  resulted  in  widespread  inaccuracies  and 
confusion. 

Notwithstanding  this  grave  handicap,  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  Department  was  further  complicated  by  the  issuance  by  Commanders  of 
Divisions  and  Precincts,  of  a  vast  amount  of  supplemental  instructions 
within  their  respective  commands,  regarding  orders  issued  by  the  Police 
Commissioner.  Thus,  a  member  of  the  Force  performing  duty  in  one  divi- 
sion, upon  being  transferred  to  another,  would  find  himself  confronted  with 
systems  and  methods  foreign  to  him,  which  resulted  in  indecision  and  gen- 
erally required  consultation  with  older  members  of  the  command  to  deter- 
mine the  proper  plan  of  action. 

In  1924  a  pamphlet  was  issued  to  the  Force,  known  as  General  Orders 
No.  20,  which  title  was  a  misnomer,  as  the  contents  of  this  pamphlet  were 
arranged  without  any  continuity  of  thought  and  were  at  variance  with  other 
instructions. 

Contained  in  this  so-called  General  Orders,  which  each  member  of  the 
Department  was  required  to  have  in  his  possession,  were  special  instruc- 
tions relating  solely  to  isolated  branches  of  the  service ;  duty  charts ;  miscel- 
laneous maps  and  other  material  of  little  or  no  value  to  the  great  majority 
of  the  Force.  There  were  pages  of  technical  information  devoted  to  "The 
Care  of  Steam  Boilers  in  Station  Houses,"  "Instructions  as  to  Care  of 
Horses,"  Duty  Charts  for  all  ranks  and  Emergency  Duty  Charts,  and  Maps 
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showing  the  precinct  and  division  boundaries,  which  are  frequently  changed. 
All  of  these  immaterial  matters  were  mixed  with  subjects  which  were  of 
vital  importance  in  the  transaction  of  departmental  work. 

The  foregoing  system  of  issuing  orders  was  not  the  only  objectionable 
feature.  The  method  of  issuing  amendments  to  the  existing  orders  was 
unchanged  for  many  years.  The  amendments  were  issued  to  the  Force  in 
the  form  of  telephoned,  printed  or  mimeographed  orders.  Thereupon,  the 
individual  members  would  correct  their  books  by  pasting  typewritten 
copies  of  the  amendment  over  the  obsolete  matter  or  by  writing  pen  or 
pencil  interlinear  notations  in  the  original  books. 

Another  most  lamentable  feature  of  this  method  was  that,  although  the 
orders  of  the  Commissioner  were  supposedly  for  the  entire  Force,  and  they 
were  to  be  guided  by  the  same  in  their  departmental  dealings  with  the 
public,  only  two  copies  of  each  order  were  sent  to  a  command  and  the 
individual  members  of  the  department  could  only  obtain  copies  of  these 
Department  Orders  by : 

(a)  Unofficial  sources; 

(b)  Removing  same  from  the  files  of  the  command  without  authority; 

(c)  Purchasing  reprints  from  Civil  Service  Schools. 

The  result  of  this  survey  showed  that  this  department  was  without  any 
standardized  system  of  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  departmental  busi- 
ness, and  this  led  to  my  adoption  of  a  new  policy  in  the  promulgation  of  the 
orders  of  this  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  now  modernized  by  the  adoption  of  a 
Manual  of  Procedure  for  all  members  of  the  Force,  which  establishes  a 
uniformity  in  police  work  throughout  all  of  the  many  units  of  the  Department. 

This  book  of  Police  Procedure,  which  I  feel  is  a  decided  innovation  in 
police  duty,  was  compiled  after  months  of  study  of  the  current  orders  of  the 
Department.  The  voluminous  contents  of  these  orders  were  correlated  and 
compiled  in  sequence  of  subject  and  where  the  provisions  of  the  previous 
orders  conflicted  or  for  any  other  reason  lost  significance,  the  same  were 
clarified,  with  the  result  that  police  duty  has  been  standardized  and  uncer- 
tainty obviated. 

Police  methods  as  outlined  in  this  new  Manual  of  Procedure  will  serve 
as  an  accurate  guide  to  efficient  police  duty  in  all  of  its  phases.  The  instruc- 
tions therein  are  in  simple  and  understandable  language,  so  that  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Force,  even  without  experience  in  any  of  the  special  branches  of 
the  Department,  can  follow  out  the  prescribed  procedure  for  that  branch 
accurately  and  efficiently. 
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Further,  this  new  Manual  of  Procedure  will  serve  to  eliminate  indeci- 
sion and  doubt  from  the  minds  of  the  Force  and  instill  a  feeling  of  confi- 
dence and  tranquility  in  the  conduct  of  official  business. 

This  Manual  of  Procedure  is  complete  and  no  Commanding  Officer  may 
supplement  same  with  local  orders  or  instructions  until  such  are  submitted 
to  the  Police  Commissioner  (through  official  channels)  for  approval. 

HACK  BUREAU 

The  licensing  of  public  hacks  and  public  hack  drivers  was  taken  over 
from  the  License  Department  by  this  Department  on  April  9th,  1925.  Since 
that  time  a  large  number  of  orders  of  all  kinds  have  been  issued  governing 
the  Rules  and  Procedure  of  the  Hack  Bureau.  Many  of  such  orders  were 
found  by  experience  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  the  needs  of  the  Department, 
and  were  either  rescinded  or  were  replaced  by  others.  A  concrete  and  con- 
cise set  of  rules  embodying  the  desirable  portions  of  all  previous  orders  was 
compiled  and  included  in  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  thereby  making  avail- 
able for  all  members  of  the  Force  all  the  information  regarding  the  regula- 
tion of  hacks  and  hack  drivers.  Formerly  it  appeared  that  only  those  ac- 
tually assigned  to  the  Hack  Bureau  or  to  work  in  connection  with  hacks 
were  given  any  information  with  regard  to  the  work. 

FORMS 

The  matter  of  forms  of  this  department  has  always  been  the  subject  of 
much  annoyance  to  the  members  of  the  Force  who  desire  to  keep  them- 
selves informed  about  matters  pertaining  to  the  procedure  of  the  Department. 

A  chapter  detailing  all  the  forms  now  in  use  in  this  Department,  to- 
gether with  instructions  with  regard  thereto,  has  been  included  in  the 
Manual  of  Procedure.  This  should  greatly  add  to  the  convenience  of  all 
members  of  the  Force. 

BLOTTER 

Matter  that  should  be  entered  in  the  Blotter,  and  a  sample  of  the 
manner  in  which  entries  should  be  made,  was  made  the  subject  of  a  Chapter 
in  the  Manual  of  Procedure.  This  will  tend  to  establish  a  uniform  system 
of  procedure  throughout  the  Department. 

EVIDENCE 

In  the  prosecution  of  criminals,  the  proper  acquiring,  marking  and  safe- 
guarding of  evidence  is  of  utmost  importance.  This  matter  was  loosely 
dealt  with  in  General  Orders  No.  20,  important  paragraphs  relating  thereto 
were  scattered,  and  there  was  no  uniformity  in  the  handling  of  evidence  of 
various  kinds. 
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SPECIAL  DUTY  OFFICERS 

This  subject  was  taken  from  General  Orders,  revised,  and  made  part 
of  the  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  where  it  properly  belongs. 

The  following  instructions  and  reports  were  formerly  contained  in 
General  Orders  and  when  copies  of  any  of  them  were  required,  typewritten 
copies  were  made.  This  involved  a  large  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of 
the  clerical  patrolmen  in  station  houses,  and  notices,  instructions  and  re- 
ports often  presented  a  most  unbusinesslike  appearance. 

In  preparing  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  such  forms  were  deleted  and  are 
now  issued  in  printed  form  by  the  Department  Printing  Bureau. 

1.  Liability  Notices. 

2.  Instructions  to  Patrolmen  Re  Raided  Premises. 

3.  Instructions  to  Patrolmen  Assigned  to  Raided  Premises. 

INSTRUCTIONS  RE:  CARE  OF  HORSES,  STABLES  AND  EQUIPMENTS; 
CARE  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  STEAM  BOILERS 

These  matters  were  of  little  value  generally  to  the  majority  of  the  Force 
and  had  no  place  in  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  and  were  therefore  deleted,  and 
printed  on  posters,  which  will  be  placed  under  frames  and  posted  in  conspicuous 
places  where  members  of  the  Force  concerned  with  the  information  thereon, 
may  conveniently  refer  to  them  from  time  to  time. 

DUTY  CHARTS 

Duty  charts  for  all  ranks  performing  police  duty  in  accordance  with  fixed 
schedules  and  special  "Emergency  Charts"  which  prescribe  tours  of  duty  which 
may  be  adopted  in  the  event  of  an  unusual  condition  throughout  the  city  re- 
quiring added  patrol  and  reserve  forces,  together  with  a  complete  set  of  printed 
explanatory  notes,  have  been  embodied  in  one  large  poster,  which  will  be  placed 
in  all  units  of  the  Department  which  function  under  any  of  its  provisions. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

In  conjunction  with  the  issuance  of  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  the  book  of 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Department  has  been  thoroughly  revised.  Various 
paragraphs  of  the  former  book  which  conflicted  with  each  other  and  which  for 
many  other  reasons  lost  their  significance  entirely,  resulting  in  misunder- 
standing and  consequent  disorder  and  inefficiency  in  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
business  of  the  Department,  have  been  clarified.  Subjects  have  been  grouped 
in  proper  sequence  and  many  innovations  and  improvements  have  been  effected. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Manual  of  Procedure,  the  Rules  and  Regulations  are 
issued  in  loose-leaf  form  in  order  that  they  may  be  perpetually  maintained,  as 
of  current  issue. 
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POLICE  COLLEGE 


A  complete  reorganization  of  the  Police  Academy  has  been  effected  and 
the  scope  of  this  educational  branch  of  the  Department  has  been  broadened 
to  cover  a  much  larger  field  of  education. 

In  the  Police  College  there  will  be  ten  separate  schools  of  instruction 
and  training : 


1.  Recruits'  Training  School. 

2.  Teachers'  Training  School. 

3.  Detectives'  Training  School. 

4.  Specialized  Training  School. 

5.  Officers'  Training  School. 

6.  Law  Training  School. 

7.  Motor  Transport  Training  School. 

8.  Equestrian  Training  School. 

9.  Traffic  and  Safety  School. 
10.  Small  Firearm  School,  s 


As  space  will  not  permit  the  recital  of  the  details  of  each  school,  I  will 
only  outline  the  purpose  and  scope  of  some,  so  that  the  general  plan  of  edu- 
cation may  be  understood. 


The  constant  changes  in  methods  of  criminals  make  it  essential  that 
this  Department  keep  abreast  of  present  day  conditions.  Studies  of  crime 
and  criminals  show  that  the  ingenuity  of  the  criminal  is  taxed  to  devise  new 
ways  to  commit  crime  and  to  commit  old  forms  of  crime  in  new  ways. 

The  purpose  of  the  establishment  of  the  Training  School  for  Detectives 
is  to  correct  any  existing  deficiencies  in  the  personnel  by  the  application  of 
scientific  and  approved  methods  of  teaching  by  experts  highly  specialized 
in  the  detection,  apprehension  and  prosecution  of  criminals,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  a  definite  syllabus  prepared  by  competent  authorities. 

A  modern,  scientifically  trained  personnel,  which  can  assemble  and 
coordinate  facts  in  a  criminal  investigation,  will  not  alone  materially  reduce 
the  great  economic  losses  sustained  through  the  depredation  of  the  pro- 
fessional criminal,  but  will  also  result  in  their  field  of  operations  being  con- 
stantly diminished. 

The  underlying  principle  of  any  school  is  that  well-accepted  theory  that 
"Knowledge  is  Power."  The  detective  is  pitted  against  the  money  and  the 
craft  of  the  Underworld.  He  must  not  only  keep  abreast  but  ahead  of  the 
criminal  in  knowledge  and  skill.  The  detectives'  training  or  service  school 
will  help  to  attain  that  end. 


DETECTIVES'  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


PURPOSE  OF  SCHOOL 
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The  Detectives'  Training  School  affords  the  students  a  training  equal 
to  the  demands  that  are  made  upon  their  physical,  mental  and  moral  re- 
sources. In  the  school,  conjecture  is  eliminated  and  that  which  has  a  sub- 
stantial basis  in  fact  or  science  is  substituted,  and,  further,  the  school  has 
available  many  of  those  discoveries  by  which  science  has  contributed  to  the 
successful  detection  of  criminals. 

In  the  Training  School  for  Detectives,  the  particular  circumstances  in 
the  commission  of  major  crimes  are  to  be  carefully  analyzed  and  the  new 
"Modus  Operandi"  of  the  criminal  stressed,  together  with  the  most  modern 
preventive  methods. 

The  school  will  also  foster  that  most  essential  cooperation  between  the 
uniformed  and  detective  branches  of  the  service. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  school  will  increase  detectives'  effi- 
ciency and  will  improve  the  character  of  police  duty. 

I  am  sure  the  results  will  measure  up  to  our  most  optimistic  expectations. 

SUPERVISION  OF  DETECTIVES'  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Detectives'  Training  School  is  a  superior 
officer  of  the  rank  of  Deputy  Inspector,  who  has  the  following  qualifications: 

a.  Educational  requirements  to  properly  direct  the  operations  of  the 
school. 

b.  Practical  experience  in  the  Detective  Division. 

c.  Practical  experience  in  Departmental  routine. 

d.  One  who  is  recognized  in  the  Department  as  an  authority  on  police 
procedure. 

e.  One  who  has  a  broad  perspective,  possesses  initiative,  and  is  an 
organizer. 

INSTRUCTORS  IN  SCHOOL  SELECTED  FROM  DEPARTMENT 

Instructors  are  superior  officers  of  the  Department  in  any  of  the  various 
ranks,  who  are  recognized  authorities  on  the  particular  subject  of  the  lec- 
ture, except  where  no  superior  officer  is  available,  and  where  the  alternate 
is  a  specialist  in  a  particular  branch  of  police  work. 

INSTRUCTORS  IN  SCHOOL  FROM  OUTSIDE  SOURCES 

Only  instructors  recognized  as  outstanding  authorities  on  their  sub- 
jects have  been  selected  by  the  Police  Commissioner. 
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ATTENDANCE  AT  CLASSES 

(Detectives'  Training  School) 
The  men  are  assigned  to  the  school  in  groups,  these  groups  are  com- 
posed of  fifty  (50)  men  in  each  group,  and  will  be  assigned  to  classes 
designated  as  1-A,  1-B,  1-C,  1-D,  1-E  and  1-F.  Each  class  attends  school 
on  two  days  of  each  week  from  10  a.  m.  to  12  Noon,  or  from  2  p.  m.  to 
4  p.  m.  The  courses  of  study  include  four  (4)  topics  each  week,  and  with 
a  total  of  twenty-five  (25)  topics  it  will  require  approximately  six  weeks 
for  fifty  (50)  men  (one  class)  to  complete  the  course  of  twenty-five  (25) 
hours  study. 

GENERAL 

There  are  twenty-five  (25)  subjects,  divided  into  various  topics.  A 
one-hour  period  is  devoted  to  each  topic.  Each  session  of  class  is  for  two 
hours,  divided  into  two  periods.  A  period  is  of  fifty-five  (55)  minutes  duration, 
with  rest  time  of  five  minutes  between  lectures. 

The  fifty-five  (55)  minute  period  consists  of  forty  (40)  minutes  of  lec- 
ture and  the  remaining  fifteen  (15)  minutes  devoted  to  questions  by  the 
class  on  the  subject  matter. 

A  syllabus  is  furnished  to  each  instructor  for  arrangement  of  such 
matter  to  conform  to  the  most  approved  methods  of  teaching. 

Other  important  adjuncts  to  the  Police  College  are : 
RECRUITS'  SCHOOL 

a.   Patrolmen.  b.   Patrolwomen.  c.  Policewomen. 

Recruits  are  given  a  thorough  course  of  training,  extending  over  a 
period  of  three  months,  under  competent  instructors  in  Laws  and  Ordi- 
nances, Rules  and  Regulations  and  Procedure  of  the  Department,  Discipline-, 
and  other  subjects  necessary  in  police  work,  as  well  as  a  thorough  course  in 
Military  Training. 

OFFICERS'  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

This  is  also  an  important  feature  of  the  Police  College.  Members  of 
the  Force  preparing  for  promotion  are  afforded  an  opportunity  to  attend 
the  Officers'  Training  School,  and  members  of  the  Force,  upon  promotion, 
are  required  to  undergo  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  duties  of  their  new 
rank. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY  SCHOOL 

Applicants  for  assignment  to  the  Traffic  Division,  as  well  as  members 
of  the  Force  at  present  so  assigned,  are  instructed  in  the  matters  pertain- 
ing to  vehicular  and  pedestrian  congestion,  the  Vehicle  and  Traffic  Law, 
Traffic  Regulations  and  the  general  duties  of  the  police  connected  with  the 
use  and  control  of  the  streets,  as  well  as  their  deportment  toward  the  public 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty.

TEACHERS'  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

It  is  the  aim  in  the  establishment  of  this  school  to  develop  and  train 
instructors  for  the  different  schools  that  make  up  the  Police  College. 

SPECIALIZED  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

In  this  school  members  of  the  Force  are  instructed  in  duties  of  the 
Police  Emergency  Service,  Clerical  Work,  Operation  of  Telephone  Type- 
writer and  other  specialized  forms  of  police  work. 

LAW  SCHOOL 

Recruits,  detectives  and  other  members  of  the  Force  are  instructed  in 
the  language  of  laymen,  in  the  application  of  the  Penal  Law,  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure,  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  and  laws  relating  to  the 
Police. 

HORSEMANSHIP  SCHOOL 

Applicants  for  assignment  to  mounted  duty  receive  instructions  in  the 
riding,  handling  and  care  of  horses,  and,  from  time  to  time,  members  of  the 
mounted  Force  are  assigned  to  the  Horsemanship  School  for  further 
instruction. 

CRIME  COMMISSION 

It  was  my  privilege  to  appoint  a  special  committee,  composed  of  promi- 
nent public-spirited  citizens,  to  inquire  into  the  causes  and  possible  remedies 
of  crime. 

If-  some  of  the  causes  of  crime  can  be  discovered  and  corrected  at  inception 
before  any  injury  is  done  either  to  the  public  or  the  individual,  whether  he  be 
the  mental  defective  or  the  youth  of  criminal  tendencies  or  temptations,  the 
task  of  the  law  enforcement  bodies  would  be  greatly  relieved. 

Among  many  of  the  facts  concerning  crime  and  criminals  which  this  com- 
mission will  study,  perhaps  the  most  disturbing  one  of  all  is  delinquency  and 
crime  by  the  youth.  Generally,  youthful  offenders  average  less  than  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  and  are  below  twenty  years  in  numerous  cases.  Crime  records 
show  that  youth  predominates  so  far  as  crimes  of  violence  are  concerned. 

ADVISORY  COMMISSION  ON  CRIME  PREVENTION 

The  purposes  of  the  Commission  are  to  study  and  make  recommendations 
to  extend  the  activities  of  the  Welfare  Units  and  the  Women's  Division  of  the 
Police  Department,  to  bring  about  better  co-operation  between  the  Police  De- 
partment and  public  and  private  agencies  and  to  develop  plans  and  programs  of 
action  looking  toward  the  prevention  of  crime  in  youth  and  the  better  protection 
of  the  girls  and  boys  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

Purpose  of  Committee 

a.  To  study  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  matter  of  the 
licensing  of  cabarets,  dance  halls,  etc.,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  relations  of 
the  Police  Department  and  the  License  Department  and  the  method  of  handling 
the  granting  of  said  licenses  ;  to  study  and  recommend  plans  for  better  team- 
work and  cooperation  between  the  courts,  probation  and  other  public  and 
private  agencies  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Police  Department ;  to 
study  and  make  recommendations  regarding  separate  houses  of  detention  for 
boys  and  girls. 

b.  Familiarity  of  all  Police  with  Wayward  Minors  Act  (Title  VH-a,  Code 
of  Criminal  Procedure),  and  the  Children's  Court  Act  (Section  2,  Sub.  2), 
with  a  view  to  curbing  delinquency  by  observing  acts,  habits  and  associations 
of  children  and  older  minors  of  both  sexes,  and  use  of  such  laws  in  appro- 
priate cases. 

c.  To  consult  and  cooperate  with  social  agencies  so  that  the  various 
agencies  dealing  with  youth  and  the  problems  of  boys  and  girls  will  be  brought 
together  in  a  united  community  plan  of  action  for  the  prevention  of  crime. 

INDUSTRIAL  DISORDERS 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1929  there  were  numerous  strikes  in  this 
city  requiring  the  service  of  hundreds  of  patrolmen  daily  to  handle  the  difficult 
situations  arising  therefrom.  Great  care  was  exercised  to  prevent  any  semblance 
of  favoritism  towards  either  side  of  the  dispute. 

The  most  prominent  strikes  in  progress  during  this  period,  involving  hun- 
dreds of  firms  and  thousands  of  employees,  were  those  of  the  following 
industries : 

Fur,  Garment, 
Cafeteria,  House  Wreckers, 

Building  Material. 

The  general  maintenance  of  order  and  protection  of  property  by  the 
Uniformed  Force,  and  the  covering  of  the  more  important  and  dangerous 
points  by  special  squads  operating  in  automobiles,  were  efficiently  accomplished. 

As  a  result,  any  tendency  towards  violence  was  suppressed,  and  the 
lawless  element  thoroughly  convinced  that  acts  of  violence  and  disorder 
would  not  be  countenanced. 

The  Radical  Squad  advised  both  sides  to  a  strike  of  their  rights,  made 
frequent  visits  and  inspections  of  places  where  strikes  were  in  progress,  pre- 
vented disorder,  and,  where  necessary,  took  proper  police  action  when  warn- 
ings wTere  disregarded. 
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DETECTIVE  DIVISION 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Administration  an  immediate  survey  was  made  of 
the  Detective  Division  and  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  policies  and  methods 
in  operation  were  not  productive  of  effective  results.  Therefore,  it  was  decided 
that  the  then  existing  organization  of  the  Detective  Division  would  be  modernized 
along  different  lines. 

This  reorganization  of  the  Detective  Division  was  effected  by  adopting  the 
functional  organization  in  its  various  branches  as  nearly  as  possible  along  the 
same  lines  as  laid  down  for  the  uniformed  Force.  A  Deputy  Chief  Inspector 
was  assigned  as  the  commanding  officer  and  administrative  head  of  the  entire 
Division.  Borough  responsibility  was  fixed  by  the  assignment  of  an  Inspector  in 
command  of  the  detectives  in  each  of  the  several  Boroughs.  Where  a  detective 
had  been  formerly  assigned  to  supervise  the  personnel  of  a  precinct  detective 
unit,  this  detective  was  superseded  by  a  superior  officer  of  the  rank  of  Lieu- 
tenant. 

This  plan  of  reorganization  has  been  found  to  be  conducive  to  proper  dis- 
cipline and  efficiency. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  was  requested  and  granted  an 
increase  of  25  more  P"irst  Grade  Detectives  (250  to  275 )  and  25  more  Second 
Grade  Detectives  (450  to  475),  making  the  total  working  force  of  detectives 
1,287  men,  an  increase  of  50  men  over  the  force  of  1928.  The  number  of 
Lieutenants  detailed  as  Acting  Captains  was  increased  by  5  (20  to  25). 

The  effectiveness  of  detective  service  had  been  seriously  handicapped  by 
the  old,  worn  out  and  dilapidated  department  automobiles  which  were  assigned 
for  the  use  of  detectives.  Difficulties  and  delay  resulted  in  responding  to  scenes 
of  crime  where  every  second  of  time  counted,  and  in  endeavoring  to  cope  with 
the  criminal  element  who  employ  only  the  very  best  of  high  powered  automo- 
biles in  escaping  from  the  scenes  of  hold-ups  and  other  criminal  operations. 

Detective  Districts  were  equipped  with  high  powered  automobiles  and  Bu- 
reaus and  Squads  equipped  with  automobiles  so  that  a  continuous  motor  patrol 
of  detectives  could  be  maintained.  Arrangements  were  made  whereby  the 
Commanding  Officers  of  Detective  Districts  and  Squads  personally  appeared  in 
sections  where  there  were  payrolls  to  protect,  thereby  causing  careful  and 
better  protection. 

For  many  years  past,  it  had  been  the  practice  for  a  quota  of  detectives  to 
attend  the  daily  "Line-Up"  of  prisoners  at  Police  Headquarters,  which  was 
conducted  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Detective  Division,  who  was, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  the  only  ranking  officer  of  the  Department  present. 
Lack  of  interest  in  the  proceedings  became  manifest,  and  the  "Line-Up,"  which 
is  potentially  a  most  important  factor  in  crime  prevention  and  criminal  identifi- 
cation, became  merely  a  perfunctory  matter  of  daily  routine. 
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Interest  in  the  "Line-Up"  was  stimulated  by  the  daily  presence  of  the 
Police  Commissioner,  the  Chief  Inspector,  and  the  Borough,  Division  and  Pre- 
cinct Commanders  of  both  the  Uniformed  and  Detective  Forces,  to  the  end  that 
they  may  familiarize  themselves  with  criminals  and  their  method  of  operation 
and  instruct  the  members  of  their  command  with  respect  thereto. 

The  "Line-Up"  Gallery  has  been  completely  renovated  and  refurnished 
Microphone  with  loud-speaker  attachment  has  been  installed  so  that  the  con- 
versation between  the  officer  conducting  the  line-up  and  the  prisoner  on  line-up 
stand  can  be  clearly  heard  in  all  parts  of  the  gallery. 

Before  the  line-up  the  prisoners  are  assembled  in  a  room  at  the  extreme 
end  of  the  gallery,  and  when  ready  for  questioning,  are  required  to  walk  the 
entire  length  of  the  gallery  to  the  line-up  stand,  thus  affording  the  detectives  a 
full  opportunity  to  closely  observe  the  gait,  posture  and  peculiarities,  if  any, 
of  the  prisoner.  This  is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  former  method  of 
conducting  the  line-up  of  prisoners  in  a  dark  corner  in  the  rear  of  the 
gymnasium. 

The  immediate  presence  of  the  Police  Commissioner  and  ranking  officers 
of  the  Department  at  the  scene  of  a  crime  has  served  to  stimulate  the  work  of 
subordinates,  besides  exercising  and  checking  up  upon  the  methods  of  detection 
and  apprehension  of  criminals.  Commanders  have  been  instilled  with  the  neces- 
sity of  following  up  all  cases  until  results  are  obtained. 

Detectives  making  meritorious  arrests  or  doing  good  detective  work  were 
promptly  rewarded  by  promotion,  which  in  itself  is  an  incentive  for  the 
detectives  to  use  their  best  efforts  in  their  work. 

The  survey  of  the  organization  of  the  Detective  Division  showed  that  when 
a  crime  was  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Department  the  detective 
forces  of  the  five  Boroughs  functioned  as  separate  units,  without  any  coordina- 
tion of  effort  or  activities.  This  has  been  remedied,  and  irrespective  of  the 
Borough  that  a  crime  is  committed  within,  the  best  detective  minds  of  all  the 
Boroughs  are  called  into  consultation  and  the  particulars  of  the  crime  are  care- 
fully analyzed.  This  cooperation  is  a  marked  step  in  the  progress  of  the  Detec- 
tive Division. 

HOMICIDE  BUREAU 

The  Homicide  Bureau,  which  covered  the  entire  city,  was  found  cumber- 
some, unwieldy  and  inefficient.  After  careful  consideration  this  unit  was 
abolished  and  replaced  by  a  Homicide  Squad  in  each  Borough,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Borough  Detective  Commander. 

This  reorganization  places  the  responsibility  of  the  proper  handling  of 
homicide  cases  in  the  Borough  Detective  Commander,  where  it  properly  belongs. 
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The  personnel  of  such  squads  is  also  much  more  amenable  to  supervision 
and  control  than  heretofore. 

Each  of  the  Borough  Homicide  Squads  is  now  well  organized  and 
equipped.  Competent  photographers  and  stenographers  assigned  thereto, 
are  subject  to  call  at  all  times. 

BUREAU  OF  CRIMINAL  INFORMATION 

There  has  been  established  in  the  Detective  Division,  a  "Bureau  of  Criminal 
Information,"  which  handles  and  receives  confidential  information  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Force  and  others,  regarding  the  methods,  plans  and  operations 
of  organized  gangsters,  strong-arm  men  and  those  engaged  in  criminal 
activities,  and  it  is  well  recognized  that  I  have,  through  this  Bureau,  left  no 
stone  unturned  to  run  down  any  corruption  within  the  city,  of  which  we  have 
received  even  the  slightest  hint.  At  the  same  time,  the  utmost  care  is  exercised 
to  see  that  when  information  comes  into  possession  of  a  member  of  the  Force 
regarding  the  foregoing  conditions,  such  information  will  be  transmitted  to  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Information. 

The  establishment  of  this  Bureau,  which  will  be  a  clearing  house  for  the 
distribution  of  criminal  information  to  proper  officials,  should  be  productive  of 
tremendous  and  far  reaching  results  in  the  apprehension  of  criminals  and  the 
suppression  of  crime,  and  the  Police  Commissioner  has  issued  to  the  Force 
a  General  Orders  conveying  the  positive  and  absolute  assurance  that  infor- 
mation thus  obtained  will  be  treated  as  strictly  confidential;  that  proper 
acknowledgment  will  be  made  to  the  informant  and  where  the  information 
is  of  value,  the  informant  will  receive  just  and  immediate  Department  rec- 
ognition or  an  increase  in  salary. 

The  best  test  for  determining  the  standard  of  morale  and  efficiency  of 
members  of  the  Uniformed  and  Detective  Division  as  well  as  the  Commanding 
Officers  of  the  Department  is  results  obtained.

Arrests  for  violent  crimes  during  1929  record  an  increase  of  more  than 
9  per  cent. 

Assault  and  robbery  arrests  increased  about  54  per  cent. 

Arrests  for  murder  or  manslaughter  between  the  ages  of  16  and  20 
increased  60  per  cent.,  and  between  26  and  30,  39  per  cent. 

Arrests  for  assault  and  robbery  up  to  60  years  in  all  groups  show  in- 
creases from  34  to  164  per  cent.

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TRAFFIC  DIVISION 

The  traffic  situation  in  this  city  is  becoming  more  acute  from  year  to  year. 
Many  streets  have  been  widened,  but  this  has  had  only  a  negligible  effect  in  re- 
lieving congestion. 

The  number  of  vehicles  using  the  streets  of  this  city  is  steadily  increasing. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  transients  from  nearby  cities  and  sur- 
rounding States  is  approximately  250,000.  These,  with  the  cars  duly  registered 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  brings  the  total  number  up  to  nearly  one  million. 

These  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  enormous  traffic  problem  with  which 
this  Department  is  confronted. 

The  construction  of  many  new  skyscrapers,  particularly  in  the  downtown 
and  midtown  sections,  has  added  greatly  to  this  problem.  The  construction 
of  new  subways  necessitating  the  tearing  up  of  the  pavements  of  several  of  the 
main  thoroughfares  in  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx  has  further  greatly  aggravated 
the  traffic  situation. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  1929,  numerous  changes  were  made  for 
the  improvement  of  the  regulation  of  vehicular  traffic  throughout  the  City. 

Among  the  principal  changes  were  the  following: 

The  establishment  of  a  Theatre  Zone  in  Manhattan. 
The  removal  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  traffic  towers. 
Permitting  traffic  to  proceed  to  the  right  and  left  of  "Car  Stop 
Safety  Zones." 

The  removal  by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  of  cars  un- 
lawfully parked. 

The  establishment  of  a  Central  Control  Station  for  traffic  lights 
in  Manhattan. 

The  installation  of  various  new  traffic  control  light  systems. 

THEATRE  ZONE  REGULATIONS 

General  Order  No.  2,  January  18,  1929,  reads  as  follows :

2.  By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  I  hereby  prohibit 
commercial  vehicles  using  the  following  thoroughfares  between  the  hours  of 
7.45  P.  m.  and  9.00  p.  m.,  and  between  the  hours  of  10.30  p.  M.  and  11.30  P.  M., 
daily,  except  Sundays,  effective  May  20th,  1929: 

From  center  line  of  42d  to  the  north  building  line  of  52d  Streets,  inclusive, 
on  the  following  named  avenues : 

From  the  center  line  of  6th  Avenue,  to  the  center  line  of  8th  Avenue,  in- 
cluding 7th  Avenue  and  Broadway. 

From  the  center  line  of  6th  Avenue,  to  the  center  line  of  8th  Avenue,  in- 
clusive, on  the  following  named  streets : 

42d,  43d,  44th,  45th,  46th,  47th,  48th,  49th,  50th,  51st  and  52d  Streets. 
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3.  By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  I  hereby  direct  that 
parking  of  vehicles  be  prohibited  at  the  following  locations  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  between  the  hours  of  7.45  p.  m.  and  9.00  p.  m.,  and  between  the 
hours  of  10.30  p.  m.  and  11.30  p.  m.,  daily,  except  Sundays,  effective  May  20th 
1929: 

From  42d  to  52d  Streets,  inclusive,  on  the  following  named  avenues: 
6th  Avenue,  7th  Avenue,  Broadway  and  8th  Avenue. 
From  6th  to  8th  Avenues,  inclusive,  on  the  following  named  streets: 
42d,  43d,  44th,  45th,  46th,  47th,  48th,  49th,  50th,  51st  and  52d  Streets. 

With  the  approach  of  the  summer  season  and  the  consequent  closing  of 
theatres  in  the  Theatrical  Zone,  it  was  found  that  the  regulations  could  be 
modified  and,  accordingly,  a  modification  of  the  Theatre  Zone  traffic  regulations 
was  ordered  under  date  of  May  27,  1929,  w  hich  read  as  follows: 

1.  The  Police  Commissioner,  on  the  20th  inst.,  approved  a  recommenda- 
tion, that  during  the  summer  months  the  Theatre  Zone  traffic  regulations  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  be  changed  as  follows : 

That  the  southern  boundary  be  changed  from  the  south  building  line 
of  39th  Street  to  the  center  line  of  42d  Street,  which  will  permit  turns 
on  the  south  side  of  42d  Street. 

That  the  eastern  boundary  be  changed  from  the  west  building  line  of 
5th  Avenue  to  the  center  line  oi  6th  Avenue,  which  will  permit  turns 
on  the  east  side  of  6th  Avenue. 

That  the  western  boundary  be  changed  from  the  east  building  line  of 
9th  Avenue  to  the  center  line  of  8th  Avenue,  which  will  permit  turns 
on  the  west  side  of  8th  Avenue  as  soon  as  roadway  conditions  on  8th 
Avenue,  between  42d  and  53d  Streets,  will  permit. 

That  the  northern  boundary  of  the  zone  continue  as  at  present. 

2.  The  foregoing  changes  will  permit  parking  during  the  summer  months 
in  the  area  south  of  42d  Street,  west  of  8th  Avenue  and  east  of  6th  Avenue, 
where  it  is  prohibited  by  the  present  regulations.  Parking  is  to  be  still  pro- 
hibited, however,  on  the  south  side  of  42d  Street,  the  east  side  of  6th  Avenue, 
and  the  west  side  of  8th  Avenue. 

3.  The  provisions  of  General  Orders  and  Special  Traffic  Regulations  de- 
fining the  Theatre  Zone  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  are  hereby  amended, 
temporarily,  to  conform  to  the  above. 

4.  The  change  to  the  present  methods  of  traffic  regulation  in  the  theatrical 
district  was  imperative.  Theatre  owners  started  their  various  shows  any  time 
they  wished,  as  a  result  almost  all  the  theatres  started  at  the  same  time  and  ter- 
minated about  the  same  time,  causing  the  streets  to  become  clogged  with  vehicles 
and  pedestrians.

PEDESTRIAN  AND  TRAFFIC  SIGNALS 


The  advent  of  the  Traffic  Control  Light  System,  in  addition  to  facilitating 
the  orderly  movement  of  vehicular  traffic,  insures  full  protection  to  pedestrians 
in  crossing  the  streets.  In  order  for  tin-  system  to  properly  function,  strict 
observance  of  the  traffic  lights  on  the  part  of  the  pedestrian  and  the  driver  alike 
is  essential. 

A  great  proportion  of  the  injuries  and  fatalities  to  pedestrians  in  highway 
accidents  can  be  directly  traced  to  the  inclination  of  thoughtless  pedestrians  to 
disregard  traffic  control  lights  and  attempt  to  cross  the  street  against  moving 
vehicular  traffic  when  the  signal  lights  are  set  against  them. 

In  the  Theatre  Zone  it  was  necessary  to  assign  patrolmen  at  crosswalks  of 
street  intersections  for  the  sole  purpose  of  regulating  pedestrians  in  crossing 
the  streets  in  accordance  with  the  traffic  light  signals. 

An  intensive  campaign  on  this  most  important  phase  of  traffic  regulation 
has  resulted  in  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  major  portion  of  the  public  in 
this  respect  by  instilling  in  the  minds  of  pedestrians  the  idea  that  their  safety  in 
travelling  the  streets  depends  upon  their  observance  of  the  traffic  control  light 
system  at  controlled  thoroughfares. 

An  educational  campaign  has  been  inaugurated  by  the 
Police  Department  to  constantly  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
public  the  necessity  for  dual  regulation  of  both  Pedestrian 
and  Vehicular  Traffic  provided  by  the  Traffic  Control  Light 
System. 
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5.  To  remedy  this  condition  a  plan  was  provided  by  which  a  certain  class 
of  performances  would  begin  at  a  different  time.  Musical  comedies,  usually  long 
shows,  began  at  8.30  p.  m.,  and  dramas,  which  are  usually  short,  started  at 
8.50  p.  m.  This  resulted  in  a  "stagger  system,"  which  greatly  relieved  the  con- 
ditions, as  the  peak  of  the  rush  was  formerly  from  8.25  p.  m.  to  8.40  p.  m.  (15 
minutes).  Under  the  new  regulations  this  rush  is  spread  out  from  8.25  P.  M.  to 
8.55  P.  M.  (a  period  of  30  minutes). 

6.  The  prohibition  of  turns  also  was  of  great  help,  the  result  of  which 
pedestrians  would  wait  on  the  sidewalk  until  such  time  as  traffic  was  stopped 
for  them  to  cross  the  street  in  safety. 

7.  With  the  shorter  light  control  periods,  the  prevention  of  parking  and 
turns,  the  control  of  taxicabs,  buses  and  commercial  vehicles,  and  the  setting 
of  a  time,  according  to  its  character,  of  the  opening  of  a  show,  has  come  better 
pedestrian  and  vehicular  movement.  Much  commendation  of  the  new  regula- 
tions has  been  received  from  citizens  and  echoed  in  the  press. 

8.  The  timing  of  the  traffic  lights  was  also  changed  from  a  3-minute  to  a 
2-minute  cycle.  This  plan  provided  more  frequent  crossings  on  roadways  by 
both  vehicles  and  pedestrians. 

FIFTH  AVENUE  TOWERS 

The  Fifth  Avenue  Towers  were  removed  during  the  month  of  May,  pro- 
viding additional  space  for  a  traffic  lane.  These  Towers  were  in  some  instances 
12  blocks  apart.  Upon  their  removal  the  regulation  Traffic  Pole  of  Mast  Arm 
Type  was  installed  and  placed  about  3  or  4  blocks  apart,  which  provided  a  better 
traffic  control  light  system  and  at  the  same  time  increased  the  roadway  capacity 
of  Fifth  Avenue. 

CAR  STOP  SAFETY  ZONE 

One  of  the  greatest  obstructions  to  traffic  on  the  roadway  was  the  Car  Stop 
Safety  Zone.  These  Zones  were  formed  by  means  of  Concrete  Base  Stanchions, 
with  iron  uprights  and  signs  attached.  Vehicles  were  prohibited  from  passing 
to  the  left  of  these  Safety  Zones  and  also  prohibited  from  standing  between 
the  Safety  Zones  and  the  curb,  or  within  25  feet  of  the  front,  or  rear  of  the 
zone.  The  result  was  a  great  clogging  of  traffic  where  these  Safety  Zones 
were  placed. 

On  Tuesday,  March  14th,  1929,  the  Police  Commissioner  issued  an  order 
permitting  vehicles  to  proceed  to  the  right  or  left  of  these  Stanchions.  Imme- 
diately a  decided  improvement  in  the  movement  of  vehicular  traffic  was  notice- 
able, and  no  complaints  were  had  regarding  this  regulation,  but  to  the  contrary, 
numerous  letters  commending  it  have  been  received  by  this  Department.  For 
improving  the  movement  of  vehicular  traffic  this  seems  to  be  one  of  the  best 
regulations  put  into  effect  in  recent  years. 

PARKING 

Another  great  obstruction  to  the  movement  of  vehicular  traffic  is  the 
"parked  car."  Numerous  summonses  had  been  issued  to  drivers  for  unlawfully 
parking  their  cars.   No  improvement  could  be  noticed,  as  a  result  of  these 
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summonses.  On  Monday,  April  8th,  1929,  the  Police  Commissioner  requested 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  to  assign  tow 
wagons  with  crews  to  various  station  houses  for  the  removal  of  unlawfully 
parked  cars,  to  be  taken  to  the  station  house  of  the  precinct  within  which 
they  were  parked. 

The  Charter  of  the  City  of  New  York  provides  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning  could  remove  Street  Obstructions,  which  include  parked  cars,  to 
a  pound,  where  a  fee  of  $10.00  could  be  charged  for  return  of  the  car  to 
the  owner. 

As  a  result  of  this  procedure,  parking  in  the  Theatre  Zone  during  pro- 
hibited hours  was  almost  entirely  eliminated.  The  system  was  first  put  in 
operation  in  the  Theatre  Zone,  and  because  of  its  success,  was  extended  to  other 
parts  of  Manhattan  and  recently  applied  to  the  congested  sections  of  Brooklyn. 

Since  this  system  was  established  1,748  cars  were  removed  to  the  pre- 
cinct station  houses  and  approximately  $17,120.00  collected  by  representa- 
tives of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  for  the  release  of  seized  cars. 

SAFETY  BUREAU 

The  Safety  Bureau  of  this  Department,  which  was  created  for  the  purpose 
of  the  prevention  of  street  accidents,  has  made  an  enviable  record  during  the 
period  of  this  report. 

Comparisons  made  with  the  first  six  months  of  last  year  show  that  the 
preventive  and  educational  work  carried  on  by  this  Bureau  has  been  most 
fruitful  of  results,  especially  in  accidents  to  children,  where  a  reduction  of 
approximately  10%  in  motor  vehicular  fatalities  is  shown. 

CENTRAL  CONTROL  STATION 

On  March  8th,  1929,  the  Central  Control  Station,  located  in  the  14th  Pre- 
cinct, 138  West  30th  Street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  began  operating,  providing 
automatic  control  of  all  traffic  lights  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  with  the 
exception  of  Riverside  Drive,  First  Avenue  and  Tenth  Avenue  systems,  which 
it  is  expected  will  shortly  be  connected  with  this  station.  This  method  of 
operation  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  method  of  manual  control. 

Studies  are  now  being  made  of  timing  of  the  traffic  lights  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  traffic  officials,  and  it  is  believed 
that  within  a  short  time  a  plan  will  be  developed  by  which  the  long  waits  now 
experienced  by  cross  town  traffic  will  be  greatly  reduced  without  serious  inter- 
ference with  the  traffic  proceeding  north  and  south. 

Traffic  conditions  on  crosstown  streets,  such  as  14th  Street,  23d  Street, 
34th  Street,  42d  Street,  56th  to  62d  Streets  and  125th  Street,  are  being  analyzed 
with  a  view  to  creating  zones  which  will  lessen  the  time  of  travel  in  an  easterly 
and  westerly  direction  without  interfering  with  the  north  and  southbound  flow. 
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TRAFFIC  CONTROL  LIGHT  SYSTEMS 

The  extension  of  the  traffic  light  system  to  cover  all  of  the  intersections  in 
New  York  City  where  traffic  control  is  needed  as  a  measure  of  protection  has 
become  one  of  our  greatest  problems.  It  is  a  problem  that  is  magnified  because 
of  the  great  extent  of  our  congested  area  and  because  of  many  other  factors. 
One,  for  example,  is  the  fact  that  in  Manhattan  the  blocks  on  our  avenues  are 
only  250  feet  long,  and  that  on  a  given  distance  control  is  needed  for  three 
intersections  where  in  many  other  cities  there  would  be  only  one  intersection 
to  provide  for  because  their  blocks  are  750  feet  long  or  more. 

With  the  lights  now  in  operation  and  under  way,  we  will  have  mechanical 
control  at  over  3,500  intersections  where  otherwise  control  would  be  impossible. 
If  these  intersections  had  to  be  covered  by  traffic  men,  7,000  additional  police- 
men would  be  required  at  a  cost  of  $17,500,000  per  year. 

Experiments  with  "progressive"  and  "coordinated"  systems  are  being 
made.  One  "coordinated"  system,  which  is  operating  in  Brooklyn,  has  proven 
successful  and  others  of  a  similar  type  are  under  construction.  The  chief  diffi- 
culties in  laying  out  systems  of  this  character  for  congested  Manhattan  are  the 
250-foot  blocks,  which  multiplies  the  allowances  that  have  to  be  made  for  cross 
traffic  and  the  heavy  volume  of  local  traffic  which  tends  to  fill  in  the  intervals 
between  the  "platoons"  which  the  progressive  systems  create. 

This  branch  of  police  service  has  become  so  extensive  and  technical  that  it 
became  necessary  to  establish  within  the  Department  an  Engineering  Division 
to  make  scientific  studies  of  the  various  traffic  systems  now  in  operation,  ex- 
periment with  timing,  submit  plans,  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  and  to  install  and  extend  approved  systems. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  nine  (9)  traffic  control  light 
systems  were  completed  and  are  now  in  operation. 

These  systems,  in  addition  to  numerous  others  in  the  adjoining  boroughs, 
have  provided  protection  to  both  motorists  and  pedestrians  at  thousands  of 
street  intersections  for  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  provide  traffic  patrolmen.

ISOLATED  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  LIGHTS 

This  is  a  special  type  of  traffic  signal  for  the  control  of  traffic  at  isolated 
intersections  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  City,  where  some  method  of  con- 
trolling traffic  is  needed  to  protect  pedestrians  and  drivers. 

These  lights  have  been  found  to  be  most  useful  in  safeguarding  life  and 
reducing  accidents. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  twenty-five  (25)  traffic  lights  of 
this  type  have  been  installed,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  expected  that  two 
hundred  (200)  such  lights  will  be  installed  and  in  operation  throughout  the  city.

QUARTERMASTER 

The  chief  function  of  the  Quartermaster  is  to  purchase  all  of  the  supplies, 
equipment  and  materials  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Police  Department, 
its  motor  vehicle  and  floating  equipment  and  its  mounted  service.  He  is  charged 
with  the  care  of  all  of  its  property,  and  the  keeping  of  accurate  and  complete 
records  relating  thereto. 

DIVISION  OF  SUPPLIES 

Written  requisitions  are  required  quarterly  from  each  command,  covering 
all  necessary  supplies  required  during  such  period.  Special  emergency  requisi- 
tions may  be  issued  when  necessary.  All  are  carefully  examined  as  to  quantities 
requested,  and  when  approved,  are  forwarded  to  the  Storehouse  and  there 
filled  and  delivered. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1929,  2,892  requisitions  were  drawn,  as 
compared  with  2,418  during  the  same  period  in  1928,  and  2,786  orders  were 
issued  to  fill  the  requirements  of  these  requisitions,  as  compared  with  2,462 
orders  issued  during  the  first  half  of  1928. 

This  Department  submits  requisitions  to  the  Board  of  City  Record  for  its 
requirements  for  blank  books  and  stationery,  and  for  all  other  supplies,  equip- 
ment and  materials  to  the  Department  of  Purchase,  where  proposals  are  sent 
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out,  City  standard  specifications  being  used,  or  where  there  are  no  City  speci- 
fications, sample  of  goods,  standardized  where  possible,  by  this  Department, 
are  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Purchase,  where  they  can  be  examined  by 
prospective  bidders. 

All  goods  purchased  for  general  distribution  are  received  at  the  Storehouse, 
located  at  194-196  Sixth  Avenue,  except  bulky  and  heavy  materials,  which  are 
delivered  direct  to  the  Commands  where  required.  Accurate  and  complete 
records  of  all  goods  received  and  disbursed  are  kept  at  the  Storehouse. 

Records  of  all  Department  property,  issued  to  or  employed  in  the  various 
Commands,  are  maintained  therein,  and  a  carbon  receipt  copy  is  on  file  in  the 
Quartermaster's  Division.  When  such  articles  are  no  longer  serviceable,  a  re- 
quest for  a  survey  thereon  is  made  to  the  Quartermaster,  which  is  forwarded 
to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division  for  his  recommendation,  and  final 
inspection  is  made  by  the  Quartermaster;  if  found  to  be  of  no  further  use,  or 
worn  out,  property  is  condemned  by  the  Quartermaster  and  sent  to  the  Property 
Clerk  for  sale  at  auction,  if  the  property  has  any  saleable  value ;  if  not,  it  is 
condemned  and  destroyed  and  dropped  from  the  Department  records.

DIVISION  OF  TRANSPORTATION 

The  Division  of  Transportation  has  supervision  over  the  following 
units  of  the  department :

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  this  division,  the  following  De- 
partment plants  are  maintained : 

DEPARTMENT  TRAINING  STABLE 

A  large,  spacious  stable  is  situated  on  Ocean  Parkway  and  Avenue  W, 
Brooklyn.  This  stable  has  a  large  indoor  and  outdoor  riding  rink.  A  por- 
tion of  the  stable  is  allotted  for  the  accommodation  of  horses  of  the  Brooklyn 
Traffic  Commands  assigned  to  Coney  Island  for  the  summer  season  in  con- 
nection with  the  regulation  of  traffic  at  this  resort.  A  section  is  also  set 
aside  as  a  Hospital  for  the  use  of  the  Department  Veterinarian  in  caring 
for  sick  and  injured  horses.  Newly  purchased  horses  are  delivered  to  the 
Training  Stable,  where  they  remain  until  a  prescribed  training  course  is 
completed,  at  which  time  the  horses  are  assigned  to  commands  for  patrol 
service.  The  duty  of  examining  and  qualifying  applicants  for  assignment 
to  mounted  duty  is  performed  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division 
of  Transportation  at  the  Training  Stable,  where  mounts  of  patrolmen  on 
vacation  or  other  leave,  or  horses  awaiting  condemnation,  are  used.  The 
Department  Veterinarian  maintains  an  office  in  the  stable,  through  which 
his  services  can  be  obtained  without  delay  at  any  time  of  the  day.  The 
Department  dogs  used  for  patrol  services  are  quartered  at  the  stable. 
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An  innovation  has  just  been  inaugurated  in  assigning  to  the  Train- 
ing Stable  an  Emergency  Horse  Shoer,  whose  services  are  available  for 
immediate  call  at  the  various  mounted  commands  to  tighten,  reset  or  shoe 
Department  horses  which  are  placed  out  of  service  for  the  need  of  reshoe- 
ing.  In  emergency  instances,  when  horses  become  injured  through  picking 
up  of  nails  and  other  injuries  to  the  hoof,  the  prompt  arrival  of  the  Emer- 
gency Horse  Shoer  has  rendered  humane  service  in  removing  shoes  by 
direction  of  the  Department  Veterinarian. 

HARNESS  REPAIR  SHOP 

This  shop  is  maintained  for  the  repair  of  Department  mounted  equip- 
ment, as  well  as  other  leather  equipment  used  by  the  various  branches  of 
the  Department. 

LUBRICATION  STATIONS 

Seven  Lubrication  Stations  are  maintained  throughout  the  city  in  De- 
partment structures,  where  police  motor  equipment  report  at  regular  inter- 
vals for  thorough  greasing  and  oiling.  With  the  recent  delivery  of  new 
motor  equipment,  the  necessary  instructions  have  been  issued  to  have  the 
machines  greased  every  500  miles  in  an  effort  to  add  to  the  longevity  of 
the  life  of  same  and  to  maintain  a  motor  patrol  service  with  the  least 
possible  interruptions. 

AUTOMOBILE  REPAIR  SHOP 

The  Police  Department  Automobile  Repair  Shop  is  maintained  in  the 
structure  of  the  Department  of  Plant  and  Structures,  at  Avenue  C  and  East 
16th  Street,  Manhattan,  where  motor  vehicles  of  the  Department  are 
repaired  by  our  own  mechanics. 

During  the  first  half  of  year  1928,  approximately  3,660  repair  jobs  were 
performed.  During  the  similar  period  in  1929,  approximately  2,900  jobs 
were  completed. 

Two  tow  cars  are  operated  from  the  Automobile  Repair  Shop  to  remove 
to  said  shop  disabled  Department  machines,  as  well  as  removing  abandoned, 
wrecked,  and  other  motor  equipment  to  be  held  as  evidence,  to  the  Ware- 
houses of  the  Property  Clerk.  During  the  first  half  of  1928  approximately 
1,100  cars  were  towed  by  these  two  cars,  as  compared  with  approximately 
1,000  cars  during  this  year  to  date. 

One  of  the  main  innovations  at  the  Automobile  Repair  Shop  was  the 
recent  transfer  from  the  Police  Department  Storehouse  in  MacDougal  Street 
of  all  automobile  repair  parts  to  be  used  in  connection  wTith  the  repair  of  our 
equipment  to  this  structure,  where  a  large,  well-protected  stock  room,  with 
ample  bins,  has  been  provided  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Department  of 
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Plant  and  Structures,  thus  saving  time  of  operators  in  calling  for  minor 
parts,  and  also  the  time  of  mechanics  at  the  Shop  in  having  at  their  imme- 
diate disposal  repair  parts  required  for  the  prompt  repair  of  equipment  to 
enable  it  to  be  returned  to  service  with  the  least  possible  delay.

them  available  for  patrol  service.

Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a  new  station 
house  to  establish  a  new  precinct  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  Ryer  Avenue 
and  East  181st  Street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

Site  was  obtained  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  precinct  at  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  Revere  and  Barkley  Avenues,  Borough  of  The  Bronx.

Contract  was  executed  for  the  erection  of  a  new  station  house  at  Rock- 
away  Beach  Boulevard  and  Beach  94th  Street,  Rockaway  Beach,  Borough  of 
Queens. 

New  station  house  was  opened  at  No.  16-20  Mott  Avenue,  Far  Rockaway, 
Borough  of  Queens. 

Old  school  building  was  assigned  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  to  the 
Police  Department  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  precinct  at  222d  Street  and 
92d  Avenue,  Creedmoor,  Borough  of  Queens.  Plans  and  specifications  were 
prepared  for  general  repairs,  alterations  and  improvements  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $30,000.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Hack  Bureau  cooperated  with  the  Detec- 
tive Division  in  investigations  of  homicides,  robberies  and  other  crimes  of 
violence ;  also  with  the  Missing  Persons  Bureau,  Warrant  Squad,  Family 
Court,  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  Traffic  Court,  in  the  appre- 
hension and  identification  of  persons  who  at  one  time  or  other  were  in  pos- 
session of  a  hack  driver's  license.  In  addition,  this  Bureau  cooperated  with 
the  Detective  Division  in  endeavoring  to  locate  lost  or  stolen  property  which 
may  have  been  left  in  taxicabs.  This  Bureau  has  also  cooperated  with  per- 
sons who  have  inspected  photographs  of  drivers,  in  an  attempt  to  locate 
such  persons. 

During  the  early  part  of  1929  the  entire  staff  of  the  Hack  License  Bureau 
cooperated  with  the  Traffic  Division,  for  an  extended  period,  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  special  traffic  regulations  in  the  Theatrical  Zone. 
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STEAM  BOILER  SQUAD 

The  Division  of  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  and  Engineers'  Bureau  is  em- 
powered under  Sections  342  and  343  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  to 
inspect  all  steam  boilers  within  the  City  of  New  York  carrying  over  ten  (10) 
pounds  of  steam  pressure  to  the  square  inch,  except  those  used  for  heating  pur- 
poses or  for  railway  locomotives,  and  to  subject  them  to  a  hydrostatic  test  once 
a  year;  also  to  qualify  engineers  to  operate  them. 

The  Code  of  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  New  York  (Chapter  10,  Article  18, 
Section  216)  empowers  this  bureau  to  examine  applicants  for  a  Certificate  of 
Qualification  to  operate  refrigerating  machines. 

A  Board  of  Examining  Engineers  is  assigned  to  examine  applicants  for 
licenses  as  Engineers,  Firemen  and  operators  of  any  motive  power  (except 
steam)  apparatus,  also  for  certificates  of  qualification  to  operate  refrigerat- 
ing machines.  The  Board  also  investigates  and  determines  charges  of 
neglect  of  duty  and  incompetency  preferred  against  the  holders  of  such  cer- 
tificates and  a  report,  with  recommendations,  is  made  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioner in  each  case,  for  his  final  disposition.

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BUREAU  OF  EQUIPMENT 


The  Bureau  of  Equipment  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
members  of  the  Force  prescribed  uniform  material  and  equipment  and  is 
located  at  205  Mulberry  Street,  Manhattan. 

All  uniform  garments  manufactured  for  members  of  the  Force,  when 
completed,  are  submitted  to  this  Bureau,  where  they  are  inspected  as  to  fit, 
material  and  workmanship.  Garments  which  conform  to  departmental 
specifications  and  regulation  samples  are  stamped  with  the  official  clothing 
stamp  of  the  Police  Department. 

The  activities  of  this  Bureau  for  the  period  from  January  I,  1929,  to 
July  1,  1929,  are  as  follows: 


CHANGES  IN  UNIFORMS,  JANUARY  1,  1929,  TO  JULY  1,  1929 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  numerous  changes  were  made 
in  the  uniforms  of  the  members  of  the  Force. 

The  old  model  cap,  which  had  been  regulation  since  1910,  was  abolished 
and  the  new  "Windbreakcr"  type,  in  blue,  was  adopted  for  the  entire  Force. 

A  new  rolled-collar,  Army  model,  summer  uniform  for  members  of  the 
Force  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  motorcycle  and  mounted  men,  was 
also  adopted,  to  be  worn  with  a  washable  blue  shirt,  black  four-in-hand 
tie  and  Sam  Browne  belt. 

Permission  was  granted  to  Sergeants  and  Patrolmen  performing  office, 
clerical  and  telephone-switchboard  duty  to  wear  a  rolled-collar  blouse  while 
so  engaged. 

A  White-Duck  uniform  was  approved  for  members  of  the  Force  as- 
signed to  the  office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer.

PISTOL  SHOT  BAR 

Made  of  metal  and  worn  on  left  breast,  center  of  bar  one-half  inch 
above  center  of  shield. 

The  color  of  such  bar  is :  Gold  for  Expert,  Silver  for  Sharpshooter, 
Bronze  for  Marksman. 

WELFARE  BUREAU 

The  accomplishments  of  the  personnel  of  this  Bureau  cannot  be  fairly 
summarized  in  the  following  statistics.  The  work  of  special  duty  officers 
is  principally  of  a  social  character. 

They  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  visiting  dance  halls  and  places  of 
amusement  to  see  that  the  laws  relating  to  public  morals,  particularly  with 
respect  to  women  and  children,  are  not  violated. 

Special  duty  officers  are  also  required  to  cooperate  with  school  authori- 
ties and  visit  schools  and  playgrounds  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  dis- 
order and  juvenile  delinquency. 

As  in  the  case  of  many  other  forms  of  police  duty,  much  valuable  pre- 
ventative and  protective  work  is  performed  that  cannot  be  measured  by 
statistics.

In  addition  to  work  enumerated  above,  Special  Duty  Officers  were 
called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  perform  other  duties  such  as  specified 

below : 

(a)  Execution  of  Warrants  for  Bureau  of  Attendance  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

(b)  Service  of  Liability  Notices  on  owners  of  Suspected  Premises. 

(c)  Investigation  of  applicants  for  reinstatement  to  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

(d)  Assume  command  of  precinct  during  absence  of  Commanding  Offi- 
cer, sick  leave  or  vacation. 

(e)  Such  other  duties  as  assigned  to  them  by  their  respective  Com- 
manding Officers. 

WOMEN'S  BUREAU 

This  Bureau,  consisting  of  70  women,  has  been  thoroughly  reorganized 
and  placed  in  charge  of  a  Captain,  as  a  survey  showed  that  its  efficiency  was 
not  of  the  required  standard,  due  to  lack  of  proper  direction. 

The  Women's  Bureau  is  now  operating  effectively  and  its  increased  effi- 
ciency is  apparent. 

The  work  of  the  Women's  Bureau  is  ever  becoming  more  important  in  this 
Department.  Indifferent  parents ;  lack  of  respect  on  the  part  of  the  youth  of 
today  to  the  authority  of  elders;  the  slow  but  steady  disintegration  of  home  life 
in  this  city,  and  the  extremely  limited  facilities  for  wholesome  amusement  for 
children  and  youth ;  the  congestion  of  population  with  small  living  apartments, 
as  contrasted  with  the  large  homes  of  the  last  generation ;  and  the  commercial- 
ization of  all  forms  of  recreation.  Having  no  other  place  to  seek  their  amuse- 
ment the  youth  resorts  to  the  street  corner,  the  alluring  moving  picture  theatre 
or  cheap  cabaret  dance  hall  and  pool  parlor.  Bad  company  soon  stifles  the 
ambition,  corrupts  morals  and  start  them  on  the  downward  path. 

As  it  is  now  organized  and  directed  the  Women's  Bureau  should  be  pro- 
ductive of  much  constructive  work. 

Through  a  carefully  devised  checkup  system  all  places  that  might  be 
conducive  to  juvenile  delinquency  or  detrimental  to  the  morals  of  youth,  are 
carefully  supervised. 

The  work  of  patrolwomen  and  policewomen  is  also  of  a  social  nature. 
Runaway  girls  and  girls  and  women  from  out  of  town,  stranded  in  this  city 
without  home  or  funds,  are  cared  for;  assistance  is  given  to  improve  con- 
ditions of  poor  families  and  other  such  social  service  is  undertaken  so  far 
as  the  resources  of  the  Women's  Bureau  permits. 

During  the  summer  season  patrolwomen  and  policewomen  are  assigned 
to  duty  at  Coney  Island  and  other  beaches,  where  they  exercise  a  moral  in- 
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fluence  over  those  young  folks  of  both  sexes  whose  desire  for  pleasure  might 
lead  to  excesses  and  where  they  care  for  thousands  of  children  who  become 
lost  in  the  crowds  of  people  who  visit  thereat  and  await  the  arrival  of  the 
parents  to  claim  them.

PROPERTY  CLERK  DELIVERY  SERVICE 

A  most  noteworthy  innovation  in  the  handling  of  evidence  and  its  trans- 
portation to  the  Property  Clerk  was  recently  instituted.  Under  the  new  regula- 
tions and  procedure,  when  property  comes  into  the  possession  of  the  police, 
unless  it  is  immediately  required  in  court  as  evidence,  the  desk  officer  is  required 
to  prepare  immediately  an  invoice  on  prescribed  form,  and  forthwith  notify  the 
Property  Clerk's  Office  by  telephone,  or,  if  the  Property  Clerk's  Office  is  closed, 
the  Telegraph  Bureau,  Manhattan,  and  keep  such  property  in  a  secure  place 
until  it  is  removed  by  the  truck  assigned  to  the  Property  Clerk. 

The  Acting  Captain  in  charge  of  the  Telegraph  Bureau  is  required  to 
transmit  at  9  a.  m.,  daily,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  a  report  to  the 
Property  Clerk  of  all  such  notifications  received. 

A  temporary  receipt  is  given  by  the  member  of  the  department  in  charge 
of  the  Property  Clerk's  Truck  to  the  desk  officer,  who  is  required  to  file  such 
receipt.  Necessary  invoices  are  subsequently  returned  by  the  Property  Clerk 
to  the  command  from  which  the  property  is  collected,  properly  numbered. 

Under  the  former  method,  property  destined  for  the  Property  Clerk  was 
frequently  lost  or  damaged  at  precincts  or  while  in  transit  in  care  of  precinct 
messenger,  and  its  value  as  evidence  impaired.  Furthermore,  the  transportation 
of  such  property  by  messengers  from  each  precinct,  or  by  patrol  wagons  when 
the  property  was  too  heavy  or  bulky  to  be  forwarded  by  messenger,  required 
the  services  of  many  patrolmen  throughout  the  city. 

A  great  saving  in  manpower,  and  increased  efficiency  in  the  preservation 
and  speedy  transportation  of  property  to  the  Property  Clerk,  has  resulted.

(Awarded  in  1929  to  next  of  kin  of  members  of  the  Force  who  died  during  1928  as  the  result 
of  the  actual  performance  of  Police  duty.) 

PATROLMEN 

Henry  C.  Behnstedt,  Shield  No.  595,  Traffic  Precinct  G.  At  about  3.30 
p.  M.,  November  5,  1928,  while  on  traffic  duty,  pursued  an  automobile  in  which 
two  men  were  attempting  to  escape  arrest.  At  Amboy  Street  near  Sutter  Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn,  he  jumped  on  running  board  and  the  driver  deliberately 
swerved  the  car  into  a  parked  taxicab.  Patrolman  Behnstedt  was  crushed  be- 
tween them,  and  died  before  he  could  be  taken  to  a  hospital. 

Joseph  F.  Dursee,  Shield  No.  9522,  8-A  Precinct.  At  about  3.45  p.  m., 
August  25,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  three  men  were  com- 
mitting a  holdup  in  a  store  at  638  Third  Avenue,  Manhattan.  He  encountered 
them  as  they  were  leaving  the  store ;  shots  were  exchanged ;  one  of  the  bandits 
was  fatally  wounded,  and  Patrolman  Dursee  was  shot  and  killed. 

Arthur  C.  Fash,  Shield  No.  1506,  52d  Precinct.  At  about  8.30  p.  m.,  August 
4,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty  at  Beach  96th  Street  and  Rockaway  Beach  Boule- 
vard, Rockaway  Beach,  Queens,  observed  a  broken  live  electric  trolley  wire 
hanging  to  the  sidewalk.

FURRIERS'  JOINT  COUNCIL  OF  NEW  YORK 

New  York  City,  August  8,  1929. 

Hon.  Grover  A.  Whalen, 

Police  Commissioner,  City  of  New  York. 
Dear  Sir : 

The  Furriers'  Joint  Council,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  has  in  the  past  two  and  one-half  years  gone  through  untold 
suffering  and  agony.  Many  of  the  fur  workers,  members  of  our  Union,  have 
been  maimed,  beaten,  intimidated  and  assaulted  by  the  Communists  and  their 
professional  guerillas.  The  reign  of  terror  had  been  so  deep  rooted  in  the  fur 
industry  to  the  extent  that  the  life  and  liberty  of  the  fur  workers  had  been 
constantly  menaced  and  impaired. 

At  the  conference  held  in  your  office  on  June  7th,  of  this  year,  we  laid 
before  you  affidavits  of  specific  instances  of  assault  and  intimidation  committed 
upon  honest  wage  earners,  members  of  our  Union,  who  did  not  adhere  to  the 
dictates  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  we  pointed  out  to  you  the  danger  to 
which  our  members  were  exposed  because  of  the  intimidating  methods  of  the 
Communists. 

At  this  conference  you  had  promised  to  do  everything  in  your  power  as 
Commissioner  of  the  Police  Department  to  see  to  it  that  no  violence  is  com- 
mitted against  any  one  of  the  workers  who  wished  to  continue  to  work  under 
the  existing  contract. 

The  Communists  called  their  strike  on  Wednesday,  June  19th,  and  had 
prepared  to  carry  on  their  violent  methods  as  in  days  gone  by,  but  from  the 
very  first  day  these  Communistic  elements  found  that  the  Police  Department 
had  made  very  definite  plans  and  were  prepared  to  handle  the  situation  effec- 
tively, preventing  under  all  conditions  the  use  of  strong-arm  methods. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  the  10,000  men  and  women,  members  of 
our  Union  who  are  working  under  a  contract,  appreciate  the  invaluable  service 
rendered  by  your  Department.  My  organization  has  instructed  me  to  express 
to  you  its  deep  appreciation  of  your  splendid  work  in  connection  with  the 
threatened  strike  by  the  Communists.  Everyone  of  our  members  feels  that  the 
precautionary  methods  adopted  by  your  Department  against  the  violence  of  the 
Communists  had  prevented  untold  misery  and  suffering,  and  for  this  they  are 
eternally  grateful  to  you. 

Permit  me  to  mention  also  the  splendid  work  which  has  been  performed  in 
carrying  out  your  program  by  Inspector  Bolan,  Deputy  Inspector  Walsh  and 
Lieutenant  O'Grady  of  the  30th  Street  Precinct.  These  police  officers  are,  in 
our  judgment,  a  credit  to  your  Department. 

As  to  yourself,  Mr.  Commissioner,  your  name  will  always  be  cherished, 
not  only  by  my  organization,  but  by  every  member  in  the  organization,  as  the 
one  who  helped  them  rid  themselves  of  the  irresponsible  Communistic  element 
in  the  fur  industry. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  you  heartily  for  the  splendid  service  which  you  have 
rendered  to  the  10,000  men  and  women  in  our  industry.

It  doesn't  seem  fair  that  while  all  the  negative  talk  is  going  on  anent  the 
loss  of  business  on  the  part  of  restaurant  operators  in  the  stagger  zone,  that 
the  writer,  who  has  two  restaurants  right  in  the  grip  of  the  area  and  who  has 
encountered  no  losses  whatever,  should  keep  silent  about  it.  Frank  and  sincere 
expressions  regardless  of  organization  affiliations  are  extremely  necessary  right 
now.  It  will  be  for  the  good  of  everybody,  and  for  the  progress  of  our  munici- 
pality as  a  whole. 

On  Monday  night  I  did  expect  a  staggering  loss  of  business.  But  I  was 
happily  surprised  when  the  reverse  happened.  My  Seventh  Avenue  and  Forty- 
seventh  Street  restaurant  particularly  forged  ahead  in  receipts.  Tuesday  night, 
I  thought,  would  be  a  real  acid  test.  Slush,  snow,  so-called  discontent  and  every- 
thing !  But  again,  the  till  told  the  tale.  And  it  was  a  happy  one  at  that. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  anything  at  all  will  happen  as  a  result  of 
your  new  traffic  solution,  it  will  be  for  the  good  of  almost  everybody  and 
everything.  The  individual  cases  where  complaints  may  be  justified  are  far 
below  the  great  percentage  of  satisfied  people  who  frequent  the  zone,  or  who 
are  conducting  business  within  its  radius.  The  great  majority  of  them,  from 
my  observations,  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results  thus  far,  and  are  perfectly 
willing  to  let  the  thing  have  a  fair  and  just  trial. 

Last  week  by  this  time  I  would  have  said  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
should  be  deluged  with  complaints  from  the  restaurant  operators.  They  seemed 
to  be  the  ones  that  would  be  hit  hardest.  But  today  I  am  in  a  position  to  say 
that  not  only  has  the  opposite  occurred,  as  it  will  to  the  others,  if  they  will  be 
patient,  but  that  this  should  have  been  in  operation  long  ago. 

One  thing  becomes  evident :  The  restaurants  that  have  built  up  strong 
reputations  cannot  and  will  not  suffer.  To  their  establishments  the  people  will 
come,  regardless  of  stagger  zone  operations.  And  to  the  unfortunate  places 
that  have  not  been  clicking  properly,  the  new  traffic  idea  cannot  be  harmful. 

There  is  an  endless  amount  of  detail  and  fact  that  I  could  present  to  prove 
my  case,  but  you  must  already  have  enough  of  this  data  to  warrant  a  con- 
tinuation of  a  system  that  is  destined  to  revolutionize  an  area  that  for  years 
throttled  up  pedestrians,  pocketbooks,  minds  and  businesses. 

I've  been  forty  years  on  Broadway,  Mr.  Commissioner.  Originally  con- 
nected with  the  Old  Astor  House,  and  for  the  greater  part  of  these  years  having 
operated  restaurant  establishments  in  this  section  that  have  earned  an  enviable 
reputation  among  the  public.  I  think  I  can  speak  with  some  authority.

Dear  Sir: 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  I  am  the  Counsel  for  the  Industrial  Council  of 
Cloak,  Suit  and  Skirt  Manufacturers,  Inc.  This  is  an  organization  composed 
of  the  better  class  of  manufacturers  of  cloaks  and  suits  in  the  United  States, 
doing  business  in  the  Seventh  Avenue  Section  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

I  am  likewise  Counsel  to  the  Garment  Center  Capitol,  Inc.,  which  owns 
two  buildings  at  the  corner  of  37th  Street  and  Seventh  Avenue,  respectively 
known  by  the  title  Garment  Center  Capitol.  In  these  two  buildings  are  housed 
some  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  finest  cloaks  and  suits  in  the  industry. 

The  congestion  on  Seventh  Avenue  has  been  the  source  of  worry  to  many 
of  the  owners  of  buildings  on  that  Avenue  and  the  tenants  of  the  buildings, 
who  have  found  the  streets  almost  impassable  during  the  lunch  hour.  Even 
paid  agencies  who  attempted  to  keep  the  streets  clear  so  as  to  permit  of  traffic 
passing  to  and  fro,  found  resistance  and  it  was  feared  by  many  of  the  owners 
of  property  in  the  neighborhood,  as  well  as  people  in  the  industry  themselves, 
that  the  crowding  of  the  sidewalks  would  retard  business  sufficiently  so  as  to 
compel  the  manufacturers  to  seek  some  other  streets  in  which  to  do  their 
business. 
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With  a  view  of  altering  conditions  in  this  district,  it  was  my  intention  to 
come  to  see  you  some  time  after  you  had  brought  about  some  sort  of  order  in 
the  theatrical  district.  You  seemed  to  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  before  I 
had  a  chance  to  discuss  it  with  you,  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am  gratified 
at  the  result  as  I  saw  it  today.  I  went  to  the  Garment  Center  Capitol  for  lunch 
and  was  amazed  at  the  vast  improvement  that  had  been  brought  about,  es- 
pecially on  the  west  side  of  the  Avenue.  People  can  now  walk  the  streets  and 
attend  to  business,  which  was  almost  impossible  a  week  ago. 

I  want  to  compliment  you  on  the  result.  The  improvement  is  so  marked 
that  it  is  unbelievable.  It  was  the  hope  of  many  manufacturers  in  the  district 
that  36th,  37th  and  38th  Streets  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  Avenues  might 
possibly  be  closed  to  traffic  during  the  lunch  hour,  so  that  these  people  who 
meet  on  the  street  could  congregate  there,  but  what  you  have  accomplished  on 
the  Avenue  is  almost  sufficient  to  make  this  no  longer  a  necessity.
